The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  as  follows,  and 
the  report  was  approved : 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  beg  to  report  that  the  roll  as  called 
by  the  Secretary  is  correct,  as  shown  by  the  credentials  submitted  by 
the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts. 

We  find  that  Dallas,  North  Texas,  and  West  Texas  have  sent  no 
certificates  of  election  of  Trustees.  Under  the  Constitution,  Trustees 
hold  over  until  their  successors  have  been  appointed,  therefore,  the 
Trustees  from  these  Dioceses  who  have  been  previously  entitled  to 
seats  are  entitled  to  seats  in  this  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Porcher  the  matter  of  the  appoint- 
ment  of  a  Physical  Instructor,  as  suggested   in  the  Vice- 
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Chancellor's  Address,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Regents.    (See  Appendix  II.) 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Regents  on  the  "Re- 
organization of  the  Hebdomadal  Board"  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  the  matter  of  the 
Sewanee  Review  was  referred  to  a  committee;  the  Chair 
appointed  Messrs.  Porcher  and  Finney. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brown  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  that  the  election  of  Rev.  H.  D.  Phillips  as  Chaplain  of  the  Univer- 
sity by  the  Board  of  Regents  is  eminently  satisfactory,  and  that  no 
effort  be  spared  to  induce  Mr.  Phillips  to  accept  said  election. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hall  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  be 
instructed  to  report  to  this  Board  the  advisability  of  changing  the  title 
of  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  to  President  of  the  University. 

A  recess  was  taken  until  9:00  a.m.  to-morrow. 


SECOND  DAY'S  SESSION 

Friday,  June  n,  191 5,  9:00  a.m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Chancellor  in  the 
chair. 

On  account  of  an  ordination  at  which  he  was  obliged  to 
be  present,  the  Chancellor  asked  to  be  excused,  and  re- 
quested the  Bishop  of  Florida  to  preside. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  meetings  were  read,  and 
adopted. 
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The  presence  of  the  Bishops  of  North  Carolina  and  of 
Southern  Florida  was  noted. 

Dr.  Hall  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Ordinances;  the  report  was  received,  and  placed  upon  its 
passage,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  which  was 
referred  proposed  changes  relative  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  report 
and  recommend  as  follows  : 

Amend  the  Ordinances  as  follows : 

(i)  Article  V,  Section  6,  of  the  Ordinances,  after  the  words  "Heb- 
domadal Board,"  insert  "or  Senate." 

(2)  In  Article  V,  Section  7,  after  the  word  "among"  subsitute,  for 
"the  heads  of  the  schools,"  "the  Deans  or  Professors." 

(3)  In  Article  XI,  Section  2,  changed  to  read  :  "This  Board  shall  be 
composed  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Deans,  and  the  Chaplain  of  the 
University." 

(4)  Under  Article  XI,  strike  out  Sections  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  7. 

(5)  Article  XI,  Section  3,  shall  read :  "Meetings  of  this  Board  shall 
be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Vice-Chancellor." 

(6)  Article  XX,  strike  out  Sections  2  and  3,  and  renumber  Sections 
4,  5,  6,  as  Sections  2,  3,  4. 

Faculties 

(7)  Articles  XII  shall  be  renumbered  Article  XIV  and  all  succeed 
ing  Articles  runumbered  accordingly. 

(8)  Article  XII  shall  read  : 

The  Faculty  of  each  department,  composed  of  the  Dean  and 
members  of  the  teaching  body  above  the  grade  of  Instructors,  shall 
meet  once  a  month,  and  at  other  times  upon  the  call  of  the  Dean. 
Each  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  its  own  students,  and  shall  deter- 
mine the  courses  leading  to  degrees  in  its  own  department.  fThe  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Senate  ;  but  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Senate  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  rejection  of  all  or  any  part  of  them.  The  courses  and  require- 
ments for  degrees  shall  likewise  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Sen- 
ate ;  but  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Senate  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  rejection  of  all  or  any  part  of  them. 
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In  cases  of  discipline  involving  the  dismissal  or  expulsion  of  a  stu- 
dent, the  action  of  the  Faculty  imposing  the  penalty  must  be  confirmed 
by  the  Senate  before  it  becomes  effective. 

Each  Faculty  shall  nominate  to  the  Senate  for  degrees  in  course 
such  students  as  have  completed  satisfactorily  the  prescribed  courses. 
To  reject  such  nominations  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Senate  shall 
be  necessary. 

(9)  Article  XIII  shall  read: 

The  University  Senate 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Senate,  composed  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor, as  Chairman,  the  Deans,  all  full  Professors  in  all  Departments, 
and  the  Chaplain  of  the  University. 

Section  2.  The  Senate  shall  meet  once  a  term,  or  upon  the  call  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  upon  the  request  of  five  members. 

Section  3.  The  Senate  shall  pass  on  all  courses  and  requirements 
for  degrees  adopted  by  any  Faculty,  but  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  rejection  of  all  or  any  part  of  them. 

Section  4.  The  Senate  shadl  pass  on  all  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  any  Faculty,  but  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  entire  Senate  is 
necessary  for  the  rejection  of  all  or  any  part  of  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions. 

Section  5.  In  cases  of  dismissal  or  expulsion  of  a  student,  the  action 
of  the  Faculty  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate  in  order  to  become 
effective. 

Section  6.  The  Senate  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  control  in  all 
matters  involving  more  than  one  department  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  and  shall  have  final  authority  in  all  matters  not  elsewhere  provided 
for  in  the  Ordinances. 

Section  7.  The  Senate  shall  have  power  to  originate  and  discuss  any 
proposition  necessary  for  the  good  government,  academical  pro- 
ficiency, repute,  and  common  weal  of  the  University,  which  they  may 
think  expedient  to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

(10)  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  after  consid- 
ering the  change  of  the  title  "  Vice-Chancellor  "  to  "  President"  of  the 
University,  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  wherever  the  word  "  Vice-Chancellor  "  occurs  in  the 
Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  University,  it  be  changed  to  the 
word  "  President." 
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The  sections  of  the  report  were  considered  seriatim  and 
subseqently  as  a  whole,  with  the  following  result:  The 
entire  report  was  adopted  without  change,  except  Sections 
3  and  5,  which  were  amended  as  follows: 

Article  XI,  Section  2,  was  amended  so  as  to  read:  "This 
Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Deans, 
and  the  Chaplain  of  the  University." 

Article  XI,  Section  3,  was  amended  so  as  to  read: 
"Meetings  of  this  Board  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor;  provided,  that  this  Board  shall  meet  at 
least  once  a  month  during  the  Academic  year." 

Action  on  Section  10  of  the  report,  being  the  change  of 
title  was  made  the  special  order  of  the  day  at  three  o'clock 
this  afternoon. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  in  person  a  supplementary 
report  on  Honorary  Degrees,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Degrees. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  also  presented  to  the  Board  on  be- 
half of  the  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Lay,  a  volume  of  Journals  and 
Sermons  of  the  Church  in  the  Confederate  States  of 
America,  which  his  father,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  C.  Lay, 
the  first  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  had  collected 
and  had  bound. 

The  volume  was  received  by  the  Board,  and  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  return  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for 
this  interesting  and  valuable  volume. 

It  was  also  ordered  by  the  Board  that  the  volume  be 
placed  in  safe  custody  in  the  Library. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  placed  in  nomination  for 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law,  the  Rev.  George  Williams 
Lay,  and  asked  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Degrees. 

A  recess  was  taken  for  thirty  minutes. 
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The  Board  reassembled,  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in  the 
chair. 

The  Chancellor  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne  reported  for  the  Committee  to 
Name  Vacancies — Report  No.  i — which  was  received: 

A  vacancy  of  one  Bishop,  one  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees  on  the 
Board  of  Regents  ;  a  vacancy  in  the  Chair  of  Professor  of  Ecclesiast- 
ical History ;  also,  as  suggested  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  election 
of  an  Instructor  in  Reading  and  Speaking. 

On  motion,  an  election  was  ordered  for  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sykes,  and  Mr.  Mor- 
ris were  appointed  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson, 
D.D.,  the  Rev.  Carroll  M.  Davis,  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Polk,  and 
Dr.  J.  H.  P.  Hodgson  had  been  elected,  to  serve  for  three 
years. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  the  Theological  Department;  the  report  was  received, 
and  the  resolution  appended  was  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  that  examination  has  been 
made  of  the  Dean's  report,  disclosing  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the 
Department. 

We  offer  for  adoption,  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  nomination  by  the  Theological  Faculty  of  the 
Rev.  James  Craik  Morris,  of  Memphis,  to  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical 
History,  and  the  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Wright,  of  Sewanee,  as  Instructor  in 
Reading  and  Speaking,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents.

The  resolution  concerning  the  duties  of  the  Finance 
Committee  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor to  secure  the  services  of  an  Instructor  of  Reading  and 
Speaking. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Claiborne,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Hospital  Committee  take  under  consideration 
the  subject  of  the  proper  name  of  the  Hospital,  and  report  back  to 
this  Board. 

On  motion,  and  nomination,  the  Rev.  Jas.  Craik  Morris 
was  elected,  by  the  Board,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory for  the  period  of  the  unexpired  term,  on  a  salary  of 
$1,800  per  annum. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up,  being  the  change  of 
title  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  proposed  by  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

Discussion  was  enterred  into,  and  on  motion,  the  Board 
declined  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

On  division  being  called  for  the  vote  stood:

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Memorials  as  follows,  and  the  report  was  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote: 

Your  Committee  respectfully  offer  these  minutes  for  record  in  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Board. 

Professor  Fayette  Clay  Ewing,  Jr.,  C.E.,  entered  into  rest  at  the 
early  age  of  twenty-seven  years,  in  the  full  bloom  of  matured  splendid 
young  manhood.  He  was  in  a  double  sense  the  product  of  Sewanee  ; 
his  distinguished  father  being  also  a  son  of  the  University. 

Although  young  in  his  profession,  his  marked  ability  as  a  Scientific 
Engineer,  his  unusual  success  as  a  teacher,  and  his  magnetic  enthusi- 
asm as  a  citizen  of  this  unique  republic  on  the  Mountain,  had  already 
insured  a  useful  life  of  powerful  influence,  and  mark  his  brief  career  as 
unqualifiedly  successful. 

He  possessed  the  beautiful  gift  of  scientific  acumen,  and  poetic 
harmony,  so  rarely  combined,  and  yet  so  natural  in  him  who,  serving 
the  God  of  nature,  sees  in  her  life  of  order  the  nature  of  the  God  of 
harmony  and  love. 

We  deplore  his  loss.  We  extend  our  affectionate  sympathy  to  the 
loved  ones  of  his  home. 


20  THE   BOARD    OF   TRUSTEES 

Mrs.  Clara  Quintard  Wiggins,  daughter  of  the  second  Founder  and 
First  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  wife  of  the  First  Alumnus 
Vice-Chancellor,  was  from  childhood  intimately  associated  with  the 
life  of  Sewanee. 

There  is  scarcely  one  religious  or  social  activity  affecting  the  life 
here  upon  which  she  has  not  left  her  impress.  Those  whose  experience 
reaches  back  into  the  early  history  of  the  University  must  have  their 
memories  quickened,  always  warmly  and  delightfully,  when  her  name 
is  recalled. 

Sharing  the  social  responsibilities  of  her  revered  and  distinguished 
father,  and  her  sweetly  cultured  mother,  she  was  not  less  gracious  and 
cordial  as  the  mistress  of  her  great  husband's  home.  Throughout  these 
many  years,  it  was  she  who  transformed  the  burdens  of  the  large 
social  courtesies,  which  distinguished  Fulford  Hall,  into  the  charming 
and  hospitable  and  helpful  ministries  of  social  communion. 

It  is  fitting  that  her  memory  be  held  sacred  among  those  of  the 
distinguished  company  of  Sewanee's  fathers  and  mothers  and  saints 
in  light,  gone  to  their  reward  whose  companship  she  enjoyed  in  earthly 
life.     Our  hearts  go  forth  in  affectionate  sympathy  to  her  children. 

The  Rev.  John  Brown  Cannon,  beloved  Chaplain  of  the  University, 
was  called  of  God  to  the  Church  Expectant,  after  a  brief  but  brilliant 
term  of  service  as  the  pastor  of  student  life.  God  made  him  a  man, 
and  consecrated  and  sanctified  his  every  power  in  the  priest. 

He  was  wise  beyond  his  generation  in  the  "wisdom  that  is  from 
above,  which  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  easy  to  be  intreated, 
full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  variance,  without  hypocrisy." 

In  the  most  natural  and  modest,  and  truly  childlike  spirit,  he  walked 
with  God.  With  the  spirtual  eye  of  the  true  servant  of  God,  he  saw 
in  every  man  the  likeness  of  his  Master.  He  lived  to  serve,  and  his 
life  became  one  of  supreme  service,  "rejoicing  with  those  who  rejoice, 
and  weeping  with  those  who  weep." 

Like  the  Great  Teacher  of  his  priestly  life,  he  would  be  all  things  to 
all  men,  while  the  life  that  he  lived  was  not  his  but  Christ's. 

Rare  and  beautiful  was  his  gift  of  pervading  the  lives  of  his  com- 
rades, while  self  was  forgotten  in  communion. 

Strong  and  splendid  was  his  ability  to  stand  for  the  highest  and 
holiest  so  firmly  and  yet  so  modestly,  and  with  such  complete  absence 
of  self-obtrusion  as  to  command  respect  for  sanctity. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  friend  and  brother,  and  companion,  while 
rejoicing  in  the  memory  of  his  pure  and  rounded  life.    We  extend  our 
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affectionate  sympathy  to  his  bereaved  family,  and  pray  for  them  the 
comfort  of  our  loving  Lord  and  Saviour,  the  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of 
souls. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  im- 
mediately upon  assuming  the  duties  of  his  Episcopate,  became  a 
valued  member  of  this  Board,  contributing  to  our  deliberations  wise 
counsel,  ripe  experience,  and  a  wealth  of  sympathetic  right  judgment. 

The  predominant  note  of  his  pure,  high  life,  was  earnestness.  Called 
to  the  spiritual  oversight  of  a  Diocese  of  kinsmen  and  familiar  com- 
panions, it  was  his  recognized  instinctive  earnestness  of  character 
which  sanctified  the  equally  instinctive  geniality  of  social  and  religious 
intercourse,  and  gave  to  it  the  powerful  spiritual  impulse  which  has, 
under  the  leadership  of  a  loyal  and  united  clergy  elevated  his  little 
Diocese  into  a  model  of  efficiency. 

Sewanee  rejoices  to  have  shared  the  strong,  sweet  influence  of  this 
loving  father  in  God,  which  has  left  its  impress  upon  her  life. 

We  thank  God  for  him,  and  for  the  memories  of  a  happy,  whole- 
some, helpful  communion  with  his  lofty  character. 

We  extend  to  his  dear  wife  and  family  our  loving  sympathy,  and 
pray  for  her  the  blessed  comfort  of  the  Peace  of  God. 

Resolved,  That  these  minutes  be  communicated  to  the  respective 
families  of  those  commemorated, by  the  Vice-Chancellor.

Your  Committee,  through  its  Chairman,  have  had  a  conference  with 
our  gracious  and  devoted  Librarian,  Mrs.  Shoup,  whose  acceptable 
services  we  have  gratefully  received  these  many  years  past. 

We  have  reviewed  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Librarian 
from  which  we  learn  that  651  volumes  have  been  acquired  by  gift, 
and  forty-three  by  purchase. 

From  Mrs.  Shoup  we  learn  that  the  Library  needs  a  minimum 
annual  fund  of  $200.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  carefully  selected  list  of 
books, — the  cream  of  the  annual  output  in  all  departments. 
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At  present  the  only  source  of  income  is  that  furnished  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Henneman  Memorial  Library  Association,  yielding  about 
$75.00  annually. 

We  can  discover  no  other  possible  source  of  income.  We  venture 
to  suggest  that  the  members  of  this  Board  become  members  of  this 
Library  Association,  whose  dues  are  $2.00  annually.  We  further  sug- 
gest that  the  Librarian  be  requested  to  renew  efforts  to  enlarge  the 
membership  of  the  Association. 

We  do  not  doubt  that  the  thanks  of  the  University  have  been  given 
to  the  donors  of  books.  We  here  record  the  grateful  appreciation  of 
this  Board  to  these  many  benefactors.

THIRD  DAY'S  SESSION 

Saturday,  June  12,  1915,  10:00  a.m. 

The  Board  met  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chancellor. 
The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read  and 
adopted. 

On  behalf  of  the  Associated  Alumni  of  the  University, 
Mr.  Finney  presented  the  amended  Constitution  of  the 
Associated  Alumni,  and  asked  the  concurrence  of  the 
Board.  On  motion  the  Board  concurred.  (See  Appendix 
IV.) 

Dr.  Hall  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances  that  the  Committee  recommends  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  alterations  in  the  Ordinances: 

Resolved,  That  Ordinance  III  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
"  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Board  a  committee  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  members, 
who  shall  examine  and  report  as  to  the  proper  audits  of  the  accounts 
of  the  several  officers  of  the  University,  and  to  them  shall  be  referred 
all  recommendations  as  to  finance  from  the  Board  of  Regents." 

Resolved  (2),  That  Ordinance  II,  Board  of  Regents,  be  amended 
by  adding  the  following  paragraph  : 


24  THE   BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES 

"  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  make  annually,  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees a  full  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  University,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  August  31,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and,  in  addition  thereto,  a  supplementary  report  from  August  31  to 
May  1,  of  the  year  of  said  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  including 
its  outstanding  obligations ;  and  shall  prepare  an  annual  budget  of 
expected  income  and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  and  in  general 
a  full  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  University  and  of  all 
its  funds  of  whatever  character,  with  such  recommendations  as  they 
may  deem  advisable  in  reference  thereto.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall 
require  of  all  officers  and  agents  of  the  University  annually  full  reports 
of  the  financial  operations  of  their  departments  ;  and  shall  have  proper 
audits  of  these  financial  reports  made  by  an  expert  accountant,  whose 
report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees." 

Wm.  B.  Hall,  Secretary, 
Coimnittee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances : 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  adopted  by 
the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hindry  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the 
Academic  Department,  and  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  with 
the  approval  of  this  Board,  as  follows : 

No  specific  matters  have  been  referred  to  this  Committee. 

We  find  evidence  in  confirmation  of  the  encouragement  expressed 
by  the  Dean,  concerning  the  condition  of  the  College.  We  commend 
his  administration,  and  believe  that  the  addition  to  the  Faculty  and 
the  elaboration  of  courses  thereby  made  possible  have  abundantly 
justified  the  increase  of  outlay  for  that  purpose. 

Our  specific  recommendations  are  indicated  in  the  following  reso- 
lutions which  we  offer : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  approve  and  urge  upon  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean  of  the 
College,  in  his  report  appended  to  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
to  the  effect  that  a  certain  definite  sum,  not  to  exceed  $150.00  be  ap- 
propriated and  devoted  exclusively  to  the  expense  of  visitations  by 
members  of  the  College  Faculty  to  preparatory  schools,  with  a  view 
to  strengthening  the  relations  of  the  college  with  as  many  preparatory 
schools  as  possible,  and  that  another  specific  sum,  not  to  exceed  $100.00, 
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be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  Head-Masters  of  schools 
to  the  mountain  for  closer  association  and  friendliness  with  the 
Faculty. 

And  particularly  do  we  approve  the  Dean's  views  of  the  relative  im- 
portance of  the  needs  of  the  Library  as  affecting  this  department,  and 
we  urge  the  Board  of  Regents  to  find  a  way  to  make  a  definite  appro- 
priation each  year,  however  small,  for  additions  to  the  Library.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  respectfully  submits  that  this  Board  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  possession  of  a  building  for  its  younger  boys, 
which,  after  the  renovation  ordered  last  year,  is  now  complete  from 
basement  to  garret,  and  when  the  Masters  and  student  body  occupied 
Quintard  Hall  on  November  i,  1914,  they  were  housed  under  most 
satisfactory  conditions,  second  to  none  in  convenience  of  arrangement, 
sanitation  and  comfort.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the  boys  and  their 
appreciation  of  their  quarters  that  the  building  shows,  at  the  end  of 
the  term,  the  least  possible  damage  or  defacement  in  any  part.  Such 
a  fact  is  in  our  knowledge  unexampled. 

Last  year  we  cared  for  eighty  pupils  ;  by  slight  changes  and  additions 
in  the  furniture  of  the  barracks,  we  can  care  for  120  boys. 

You  will  recall  that  one  of  the  most  frequent  complaints  of  the  past 
years  has  been  the  lack  of  control  and  proper  discipline.  Your  Com- 
mittee is  glad  to  report  that  no  such  charge  is  brought  to  this  Board. 
Some  criticism  is  received  of  too  little  elasticity  in  the  present  ad- 
ministration ;  this  being  a  natural  consequence  of  a  proper  recoil  from 
old  methods,  is  not  entitled  to  great  weight.  We  have  inquired  closely 
into  the  measures  employed,  and  have  given  advice  which  we  believe 
to  be  sufficient  to  mollify  and  correct  any  apparent  excess  of  discipline. 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  uniformly  good.  The  one  unfortu- 
nate death  in  the  year  is  most  regrettable ;  but  the  University  has 
been  completely  exonerated  by  those  most  nearly  interested,  and  re- 
lieved of  any  blame  in  connection  therewith. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  the  boys  have  an  excellent  mess, 
which  warrants  no  reasonable  complaint ;  that  the  food  is  abundant, 
good,  well  cooked,  well  served.  This  is  the  testimony  of  strangers  and 
casual  visitors  quite  as  much  as  of  those  who  might  be  partisan  in  the 
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expression  of  their  opinion.  In  the  matter  of  the  equipment,  there  is 
a  manifest  shortage  in  furniture  in  the  class  rooms  of  the  professors, 
and  in  the  Chapel,  and  there  is  great  need  of  the  proper  grading  and 
landscaping  of  the  grounds  for  more  acceptable  use.  We  direct  your 
attention  to  the  compliment  paid  to  the  Academy  by  the  inspecting 
Officer,  Capt.  J.  P.Robinson,  of  the  War  College,  which  also  incident- 
ally gives  the  reason  for  the  reduction  of  our  numbers  :  "This  school, 
though  short  in  attendance  due  to  the  financial  depression  in  the  South, 
is  quite  efficient,  and  its  future  is  promising.  The  main  building  has 
been  remodeled  during  the  past  year,  so  as  to  provide  excellent  dormi- 
tory rooms  with  running  water  in  each.  It  is  equipped  with  tiled 
lavatory,  and  shower  baths,  and  kitchen  of  most  modern  and  sanitary 
design,  making  it  altogether  one  of  the  most  complete  and  up-to-date 
school  buildings  in  the  South." — [Signed :    J.  P.  Robinson.] 

We  are  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  clearer  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  the  S.  M.  A.  is  a  Church  School  as  well  as  a  Military  Acad- 
emy, and  the  one  feature  should  not  be  absorbed  by  the  other ;  for 
this,  we  consider  that  a  definite  time  should  be  set  and  observed  for 
religious  education,  and  that  this  instruction,  so  fundamental  in  the  life 
of  boys,  should  not  be  thrust  into  a  corner,  or,  as  now,  totally  unpro- 
vided. We  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  in  detail  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  offer  for  your  adoption,  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  having  heard  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy,  wish  to  renew  their  expression  of  confidence  in  the 
Superintendent  and  his  associates  and  rejoice  in  the  efficiency  mani- 
fested in  all  departments  of  that  school.  We  feel  that  there  is  more 
reason  than  ever  to  commend  the  school  to  favorable  consideration 
and  patronage  as  a  place  for  the  education  of  boys,  where  their  health 
will  be  well  cared  for,  their  morals  protected,  and  improved,  and  their 
character  edified  for  whatever  life  is  before  them. 

Resolved  (2) ,  That  the  Superintendent  be  instructed  to  apply  to  the 
State  authorities  for  such  tents  and  other  field  equipment  as  he  and  his 
Faculty  may  consider  needful. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Superintendent  and  his  Faculty  set  a  defi- 
nite time  and  place  in  the  roster  of  the  Academy  for  systematic  reli- 
gious instruction  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  Academy. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  that 
the  Colmore  House  be  improved  as  per  plans  and   specifications  of 
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Mr.  Eugene  Knight,  architect,  for  quarters  for  teachers  and  for  admin- 
istration purposes,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  That  the 
provision  of  desks  or  seats  for  the  Chapel  and  furniture  for  professors' 
rooms  be  referred  to  the  same  Board. 

Resolved  (5),  That  the  recommendation  that  the  Sutton  House  be 
improved  and  made  available  for  residence  for  the  Superintendent  or 
members  of  the  Faculty,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Resolved  (6),  That  the  Superintendent  be  allowed  a  discretionary 
fund,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  for  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses and  other  items  necessary  to  the  good  of  the  Academy. 

Resolved  (7),  That  a  Secretary  for  his  whole  time  be  allowed  the 
Superintendent,  at  a  salary  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  V  ice-Chancellor 
and  the  Superintendent. 

Resolved  (8),  That  instead  of  the  Professor  of  Military  Science  and 
Tactics  being  the  Commandant  of  Cadets  as  by  right  or  necessity,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Academy  shall  have  discretion  in  filling,  accord- 
ing to  his  best  judgment,  the  position  of  Commandant  of  Cadets. 

Resolved  (9),  That  all  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  power.

Your  Committee  has  read  with  much  interest  that  portion  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor's  Report  referring  to  the  lands  and  buildings  of  the 
University.

Your  Committee  endorses  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  ar- 
ranging for  the  construction  of  a  golf  course  at  Sewanee,  approving 
the  expenditures  already  made  for  this  purpose  and  recommending  to 
the  Board  of  Regents  an  appropriation  for  the  continuance  of  the 
work. 

The  proposed  survey  of  the  University  Domain  during  the  coming 
Summer  seems  to  your  Committee  to  be  a  valuable  and  essential  work, 
and  the  project  is  commended  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  its  attention. 

Your  Committee  commends  the  efforts  of  those  gentlemen  who 
were  successful  in  securing  the  passage  of  the  Dixie  Highway  through 
the  University  Domain,  believing  that  the  construction  of  that  high- 
way through  Sewanee  will  be  of  material  benefit  to  the  University. 
The  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  pledging  the  sum  of  $500.00  a 
year  for  a  period  of  four  years  as  a  contribution  to  the  construction  of 
the  Dixie  Highway,  in  lieu  of  taxes  for  that  purpose  which  would  be 
levied  were  the  University  not  exempt  from  the  payment  of  taxes,  is 
approved  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  their  action. 

The  whole  matter  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Dixie  Highway  through 
the  University  Domain  is  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  their 
action  and  determination. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  return  thanks  to  the  Sewanee  Alumni 
Auxiliary  for  their  contributions  to  the  work  of  making  the  alterations 
in  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the 
executive  officers  of  the  University. 

Your  Committee  has  learned  with  much  pleasure  and  great  appre- 
ciation of  the  gift  to  the  University,  by  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  D.D., 
of  his  former  residence  at  Sewanee  for  the  use  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
or  any  professor  of  the  University,  and  wishes  to  introduce  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  expresses  hereby  its  appreciation  of  the  very  generous  gift  of 
the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  D.D.,  in  the  presentation  of  his  former  resi- 
dence at  Sewanee  to  the  University,  for  the  use  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
or  any  professor,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be 
instructed  to  convey  to  Dr.  Gray  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  this  most  useful  addition  to  the  property  of  the  University.

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It  was  resolved,  on  motion,  that  a  special  committee  be 
appointed  to  draft  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Benedict  for  their  proposed  endowment  of  the  Chaplaincy 
of  the  University. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  and  Mr. 
Morris  were  appointed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hindry  reported  for  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee. The  report  was  received,  and  it  was  ordered  that 
the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  called  to  the  report: 

During  the  past  year,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Acting  Health 
Officer,  the  health  of  the  University  student  body  has  been  excellent, 
there  having  been  nothing  more  serious  than  a  number  of  cases  of  in- 
fluenza. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  is  excel- 
lent. The  conditions  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  are  ideal  and  well 
repay  the  cost  of  the  alterations. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  Hoffman  Hall,  Palmetto,  Van  Ness 
House,  and  Magnolia,  which  are  in  need  of  minor  repairs.  The  Health 
Officer  reports  that  the  floors  and  walls  of  the  halls,  etc.,  are  very 
seldom  cleaned  and  are  unsanitary,  and  unhygienic.  Your  Committee 
would  suggest  that  some  one  should  be  made  absolutely  responsible 
for  the  cleanliness  of  these  buildings. 

Attention  is  called  to  a  resolution  adopted  last  year  (p.  1 8), that  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Health  Officer  be  directed  to  have  a  proper 
survey  made  by  an  expert  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  made,  looking 
toward  the  installation  of  a  proper  system  of  sewage  disposal,  such 
report  to  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Regents.  So  far  as  your  Commit- 
tee is  aware,  this  has  not  been  done.  This  is  a  most  important  matter, 
and  great  stress  is  laid  upon  it  in  the  report  of  the  Acting  Health 
Officer. 

We  note  with  satisfaction  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  ordered  that 
a  bacteriological  examination  be  made  each  month  of  the  general 
water  supply  at  Sewanee  and  of  the  spring  water,  and  milk  supply 
of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

We  would  suggest  that  in  addition  to  this  examination  that  a  chem- 
ical analysis  of  the  water  be  made  at  suitable  intervals  to  determine 
the  presence  of  any  organic  decomposition.  Also,  that  physical  exam- 
inations at  stated  periods  be  made  of  the  region  in  and  about,  and  that 
may  drain  the  water  supply  or  the  water  reservoirs.

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The  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida  reported  for  the  Hos- 
pital Committee.  The  report  was  received,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation adopted  appointing  a  special  committee  to 
confer  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee,  as  follows: 

Your  committee  has  paid  a  visit  to  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital 
and  has  made  a  careful  inspection  of  the  entire  property  and  equip- 
ment of  the  hospital.  We  have  been  much  impressed  with  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  plant  and  wish  to  put  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the 
existence  at  Sewanee  of  a  hospital  which  will  take  first  rank  with  other 
up-to-date  institutions  of  its  kind  even  in  the  large  cities. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  appointment  of  a  special  commit- 
tee from  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  cooperate  with  a  committee  already- 
appointed  by  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  for  the  adjustment  of  the 
relations  between  the  hospital  and  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  endorse  most  highly  the  efficient  work 
done  in  behalf  of  the  hospital  by  the  Ven.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  and  urges 
the  cooperation  of  the  University  in  his  efforts  to  establish  a  dormitory 
for  nurses  in  training,  and  also  for  wards  for  contagious  diseases,  both 
of  which  are  much  needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  hospital. 

In  the  matter  of  the  change  of  the  name  of  the  hospital  from  that  of 
Hodgson-Emerald,  to  that  of  Emerald-Hodgson,  your  committee  has 
made  investigation  to  determine  the  feeling  of  the  hospital  authorities 
about  the  proper  name  to  be  adopted. 

It  has  been  represented  to  your  committee  by  one  of  its  members, 
that  the  present  title  of  the  hospital  as  established  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  is  that  of  Hodgson-Emerald,  may  result  in  some 
pecuniary  loss  in  the  future. 

Your  committee  does  not  feel  competent  to  decide  the  question. 

We  therefore  request  the  Board  of  Regents  to  receive  a  communi- 
cation from  the  Ven.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  setting  forth  the  facts  known  to 
him,  and  his  opinion  in  the  matter,  for  their  information  in  reaching  a 
conclusion  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken.

It  was  also  ordered  that  a  telegram  be  sent  to  the  Rev. 
Stewart  L.  Tyson,  expressing  sympathy  in  his  own  and  his 
wife's  illness. 

Also,  a  similar  telegram  to  Bishop  Guerry  expressing 
sympathy  with  him  in  the  illness  of  his  son. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board,  having  learned  of  the  prompt  assistance 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tidball,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  lamented  death  of 
Professor  Cannon,  of  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  extends 
through  its  Secretary  its  thanks  to  the  doctor,  and  congratulates  Sewa- 
nee  upon  the  continual  residence  and  fellowship  of  our  beloved  Pro- 
fessor Emeritus  of  History. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  convey  the  thanks  of  the  Board  to 
the  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Wright,  for  his  valued  assistance  in  conducting  the 
Junior  Class  instruction  in  Ecclesiastical  History  during  the  spring 
term. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  be 
instructed  to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  Ordinances  in  order 
to  substitute  the  name  "Superintendent"  for  that  of  "Head-Master"  of 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  wherever  the  same  occurs. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips  rendered  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  on  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
which  was  appointed  during  the  session  of  1914. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  report  was,  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Glass  moved  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, Article  II,  which  was  referred  to  the  same  com- 
mittee. 
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The  Chair  added  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  the 
names  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Queen, and  Mr.  Finney. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  2  o'clock.

FOURTH  DAY'S  SESSION 

Monday,  June  14,  1915,  9  a.m. 

The  Board  met,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair,  and  after 
prayers,  was  called  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read  and 
adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Dr.  Hall  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances,  relative  to  the  proposed  change 
in  the  Constitution,  being  the  reorganization  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Pending  discussion,  the  Chancellor  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Hodgson  moved  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  no  change  shall  be  made  in  the  organization  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  this  time. 

The  matter  was  discussed  at  length.  On  a  vote  being 
taken,  and  division  called  for,  the  vote  stood : 

Ayes,  11;  No,  9;  and  the  resolution  of  Dr.  Hodgson 
was  therefore  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Finney,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  be 
printed  as  an  Appendix  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board.  (See  Ap- 
pendix VI.) 
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On  motion,  Mr.  W.  B.  Cleveland  was  permitted  to  sub- 
mit on  behalf  of  the  Associated  Alumni  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  received  by  the  Board : 

Whereas,  The  tendency  of  all  institutions  of  learning  in  the  coun. 
try  is  toward  more  form  and  ceremony  ;  and, 

Whereas,  Sewanee  for  many  years  has  been  anticipating  this 
movement  by  strict  observance  of  undergraduate  and  faculty  ceremo- 
nial, as  shown  in  academic  costume  and  formal  observances  ;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Alumni  look  forward  at  their  annual  home-coming 
to  the  observance  of  traditions  under  which  they  lived  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Alumni  have  noted  for  several  years  past  a  laxity 
in  the  enforcement  of  rules  governing  such  observances  and  a  failure 
of  attendance  of  students  at  Commencement  functions  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  lack  of  show  and  form  militates  against  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  University  and  the  close  personal  interest  of  the 
Alumni,  of  educators  who  may  be  present,  and  of  visitors  ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Alumni  Council,  representing  300  subscribing 
members  of  the  Associated  Alumni,  that  we  earnestly  urge  the  author- 
ities of  the  University  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to 
restore  Sewanee's  ceremonial,  and  to  secure  a  full  attendance  of  the 
student  body  Commencement  week  ;  be  it,  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  the  Univer- 
sity Senate,  with  a  request  for  their  cooperation  in  regard  to  the  above. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Finney  the  communication  from  the 
Alumni  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  with  request 
to  take  such  order  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hindry,  the  following  minute 
was  adopted: 

"  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  their 
regular  annual  meeting  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  fact  that  Tues- 
day, June  15,  1915 — the  date  fixed  for  the  Commencement  Exercises  of 
the  University — is  the  700th  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  Magna 
Charta,  an  event  which  marks  the  beginning  of  free  government  among 
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English-speaking  people,  and  the  real  birth  of  those  institutions  of 
liberty,  which  are  the  glory  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  ;  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  hereby  requests  the  Chancellor  to  use  a  special  prayer  at 
the  Commencement  exercises  commemorating  this  notable  event  in 
English  History,  giving  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  His  blessing  upon 
our  Church  and  Nation,  and  imploring  the  continuance  of  His  guid- 
ance and  protection  for  our  people  and  government  during  the  present 
and  future  time." 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Industrial  Work  among  the  Mountaineers.  The  report  was 
received,  and  resolutions  appended  thereto  were  adopted, 
as  follows: 

The  suggestion  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  his  Annual  Report, 
referring  to  work  among  the  mountaineers,  brings  before  us  a  matter 
worthy  of  our  most  careful  consideration.  This  suggestion  presents 
to  the  University  of  the  South  an  opportunity  which  should  not  be 
regarded  so  much  in  the  light  of  a  duty,  as  it  should  be  accepted  as  a 
privilege  whereby  to  express  practical  Christianity.  We  should  see 
the  light  and  catch  the  inspiration.  If,  as  experts  say,  Sewanee  holds 
the  key  to  the  problem  of  work  among  the  mountaineers,  then  this 
opportunity  is  far  too  serious  in  importance  and  obligation  to  defer 
action  in  the  furtherance  of  this  object. 

It  is  desirable  and  necessary  that  a  permanent  committee  be  ap- 
pointed which  shall  have  the  oversight  and  development  of  this  work. 
Such  a  committee  should  be  composed  of  men  in  touch  with  the  con- 
ditions and  in  full  sympathy  with  the  purpose  of  "educating  and  train- 
ing the  people  in  their  native  environment." 

Your  committee  offers  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  and  endorse  the 
proposal  contained  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Report,  that  definite  plans 
be  undertaken  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  mountain  people  by  develop- 
ing opportunities  for  education  and  training  in  their  environment. 

Resolved  (2),  That  a  permanent  committee  be  appointed  consisting 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Chaplain,  Dean  Hullihen,  Dean  Benedict, 
the  Rev.  Chas  T.  Wright,  Prof.  J.  G.  Stevens,  and  Mr.  John  Howe 
Peyton,  to  make  a  careful  study  and  survey  of  the  whole  subject,  who 
shall  submit  their  findings,  together  with  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Regents.  Chas.  E.  Woodcock, 

W.  S.  Claiborne, 
B.  F.  Finney. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher  reported  for  the  committee  on  the 
Sewanee  Review,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted : 

The  University  of  the  South  is  to  be  congratulated  for  having  in 
the  Sewanee  Review  a  magazine  of  such  high  standard  of  excellence. 
The  Review  maintains  and  expresses  the  best  ideals  and  principles  of 
this  University,  and  presents  these  to  the  literary  and  intellectual 
world  in  an  impressive  way.  Such  a  magazine  is  of  incalculable  value 
to  this  institution  and  merits  whole-hearted  support.  It  is  amazing  as 
well  as  most  gratifying  to  see  how  much  has  been  accomplished  with 
such  small  resources.  The  expenses  of  publishing  the  Review  are 
about  $900.00  per  year,  not  including  any  salary  paid  to  the  editor. 
Advertisements  and  subscriptions  already  provide  for  most  of  this 
amount,  and  such  increase  in  the  number  of  subscribers  as  is  richly 
deserved  ought  to  provide  the  rest  of  the  needed  amount.  There  is, 
however,  a  deficit  from  which  the  Review  ought  to  be  freed.  The 
amount  of  this  deficit  is  $664.79.  Your  committee  feels  that  the  Uni- 
versity is  responsible  for  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Review,  and  ought  therefore  to  pay  this  deficit.  We  therefore  intro- 
duce this  resolution  which  we  ask  to  have  referred  to  Board  of 
Regents : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  provide  for 
the  deficit  amounting  to  $664.79,  incurred  in  the  publishing  of  the 
Sewanee  Review.  O.  T.  Porcher

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  reported  for  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  draft  a  suitable  resolution  of  thanks  to  Dr.  and 
Mis.  Benedict,  as  follows,  and  the  report  was  adopted: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  having  been  informed  by  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor of  the  proposal  of  Dr.  C.  K.  Benedict  and  Mrs.  Benedict  to  endow 
the  Chaplaincy  of  the  University  as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Rev.  John 
B.  Cannon,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  address  a  letter  to 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict,  conveying  to  them  our  great  appreciation  and 
gratitude  for  their  most  generous  benefaction,  assuring  them  that  such 
an  expression  will  for  all  time  keep  alive  the  memory  of  the  "Ideal 
Chaplain,"  and  will  advance  that  for  which  this  institution  stands 
unique — a  definite  religious  and  Christian  education. 

Edwin  G.  Weed,  Chairman, 
Chas.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  Glass,  the  matter  of  a  reprint  of  the 
Constitution  and  Ordinances  was  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Rev.  W. 
S.  Claiborne,  and  Mr.  B.  F.  Finney,  a  committee  from 
this  Board  to  act  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee,  on  matters  relative  to  the  hospital. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  laid  before  the  Board  a  statement 
concerning  the  relation  of  the  Missionary  District  of  East- 
ern Oklahoma  to  the  University,  and  it  was  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Regents,  as  follows : 

Convocation 

191  i — "On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Grainger,  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
S.  G.  Welles,  and  carried,  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  appoint  the 
proper  representatives  from  this  District  for  the  University  of  the 
South." 

1912 — "Mr.  Ottmann  moved  that  the  Convocation  elect  representa- 
tives to  the  University  of  the  South.  This  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed.  Mr.  Welles  moved  that  this  committee  consist  of  one  clergy- 
man and  two  laymen.  This  motion  was  seconded  and  carried,  and  on 
motion,  an  election  was  held  by  viva  voce  vote.  Mr.  Talmage  nomi- 
nated Mr.  Ottmann  as  Clerical  Delegate.  Mr.  Metcalf  nominated  Mr. 
J.  B.  Campbell,  and  Mr.  Welles  nominated  Dr.  J.  C.  Johnston,  as  Lay 
Representatives." 

"All  three  nominations  were  seconded.  The  Bishop  declared  the 
polls  closed.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Secretary  be  in- 
structed to  cast  one  vote  for  the  above  nominations.  This  was  done : 
the  above  men  were  then  declared  elected." 

191 3 — "The  next  in  order  was  for  the  election  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South.  Mr.  Noble  moved  that  the  committee  of 
last  year  be  continued,  and  that  the  Bishop  appoint  one  member  to  fill 
the  vacancy  due  to  the  removal  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Ottmann  from  the  Dis- 
trict.    On  being  seconded  by  Judge  Clapp,  the  motion  was  carried. 

"Dr.  Johnston  moved  :  That  the  University  of  the  South  be  notified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  election  of  certain  members  from  Eastern  Okla- 
homa as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Seconded ;  carried. 
Trustees :  Rev.  C.  V.  Kling,  Judge  J.  B.  Campbell,  and  Dr.  James  C. 
Johnston." 
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1914— "The  Bishop  then  announced  the  following  committees  to 
serve  for  the  coming  year,  these  appointments  to  be  subject  to  confir- 
mation and  correction  by  Convocation  when  fully  organized :  The 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South :  The  Rev.  C.  V.  Kling,  Dr. 
J.  C.  Johnston,  Mr.  B.  J.  Arbon.     Confirmed." 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Glass, 
was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  levy  against 
the  leaseholders  on  University  Avenue  an  equitable  assessment  suffi- 
cient to  repair  properly  the  pavement  along  said  avenue,  and  that  he 
give  necessary  orders  for  the  proper  execution  of  this  work. 

Dr.  Hall  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances,  a  supplementary  report,  and  the  resolutions 
appended  thereto  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  that  the  office  of  Registrar  be 
abolished. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents  is  approved, 
and  that  hereafter  "Head-Master"  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy 
be  changed  to  "Superintendent,"  and  such  changes  be  made  wherever 
the  word  "Head-Master"  occurs  in  the  Ordinances. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Finney,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  concur  with  the  Associated  Alumni  in 
their  request  that  the  Administrative  Officer  of  the  University  will,  in 
planning  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  next  year,  set  aside  Monday 
as  Alumni  Day. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hall,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  a  Registrar  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

The  report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  was  presented 
to  the  Board.     (See  Appendix  III.) 

Adjournment  was  taken  until  3  o'clock  p.m. 
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3  o'clock  P.M. 

The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 
On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hindry,  the  following  reso- 
lutions were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  requests  the  Convocations  or  Councils  of  the  several  Dioceses 
and  Missionary  Districts  affiliated  with  the  University  of  the  South, 
to  include  in  their  annual  budget  the  railroad  expenses  of  at  least  one 
Trustee,  clerical  or  lay,  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees,  such  minimum  representation  from  each  Diocese  and  Mis- 
sionary District  being  vitally  necessary  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
University. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
transmit  this  resolution  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Dioceses  and 
Missionary  Districts  concerned. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  Mr.  McQueen, 
and  adopted  by  the  Board : 

Resolved,  That  $125.00  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  his  services  at 
this  meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  be  appointed 
a  committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's  Minutes,  and  to  designate  what 
portions  thereof  shall  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  residents  of  Sewanee,  for  their  gracious  hospitality  shown 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  during  this  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate  some 
member  of  the  Board  to  append,  in  the  event  of  his  absence,  his  sig- 
nature to  the  Minutes. 

Mr.  Finney  rendered  the  following  report : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  conferring 
with  the  Diocesan  and  local  authorities  relative  to  presenting  an  invi- 
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tation  to  the  Provincial  Synod  to  meet  here  in  the  fall  of  191 5,  beg  to 
report  that  they  attended  to  the  work  assigned  to  them,  and  that  an 
invitation  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  to  meet  October  19,  191 5,  has 
been  extended  and  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hall,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  desires  to  express  its  appre- 
ciation to  the  Province  of  Sewanee  at  having  the  Synod  hold  its 
annual  meeting  in  October  on  the  University  Domain,  and  extends  to 
the  Province  the  hospitality  of  the  University  during  such  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  inform  the  Secretary  of 
the  Synod  of  this  action. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  rendered  the  following  report  for 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  report  was  received: 

As  the  new  ordinance  provides  that  the  Board  of  Regents  make  a 
full  investigation  of  the  finances  of  the  University  at  its  October  meet- 
ing and  make  report  thereon,  your  committee  respectfully  reports  that 
it  has  no  statement  to  make  at  this  time,  beyond  what  is  contained 
in  the  Report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  budget  for  the  coming 
year. 

The  Secretary  announced  in  behalf  of  the  Associated 
Alumni  that  Dr.  Wm.  B.  Hall,  of  Alabama,  Mr.  J.  Morton 
Morris,  of  Kentucky,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Cleveland,  of  Texas, 
had  been  elected  on  the  Joint  Committee  on  Maintenance 
and  Endowment. 

The  Minutes  of  this  day's  sessions  were  read  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hall,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adjourned 
sine  die.

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APPENDIX  I 

REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

I  beg  to  submit  this,  my  first  annual  report. 

Deaths 

In  making  this  report  it  is  fitting  that  I  make  note  of  four  deaths 
which  have  occurred  among  those  whose  relationship  to  Sewanee  has 
been  of  such  a  character  that  some  notice  should  be  taken  of  them  by 
your  Board. 

The  Right  Rev.  Robert  Strange,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  East  Carolina, 
died  August  23,  1914.  Bishop  Strange  was  born  in  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
in  1857.  He  was  educated  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  and 
Berkeley  Divinity  School.  On  his  consecration  as  Bishop  of  East 
Carolina  in  1904,  as  the  Second  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
After  he  became  connected  with  the  University  in  this  capacity,  he 
frequently  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  manifested  great 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  University.  Bishop  Strange  was  of  a 
very  gentle  and  sweet  nature,  at  the  same  time  a  man  of  positive  con- 
victions, and  always  courageous  in  standing  for  those  principles  in 
which  he  believed.  With  all  the  positiveness  of  his  convictions  he 
was  always  courteous  and  considerate  of  those  who  differed  from  him. 
He  became  prominent  in  the  active  interest  which  he  took  in  social 
service,  particularly  that  feature  of  it  which  touches  on  child  labor. 
The  problem  of  the  negro  in  the  South  was  a  living  issue  with  him, 
and  he  devoted  much  of  his  time  and  energy  towards  finding  some 
solution  for  it  in  those  matters  which  pertain  to  the  Church.  We  shall 
miss  him  from  our  deliberations,  but  we  feel  assured  that  the  interest 
in  the  Unversity  which  he  inculcated  in  his  Diocese  will  continue 
under  his  successor. 

Fayette  Clay  Ewing,  Jr.,  C.E.,  Associate  Professor  of  Engineering, 
was  born  May  18,  1887,  and  died  at  Sewanee,  November  28, 1914,  from 
heart  trouble.     Mr.  Ewing  was  an  old  Sewanee  man,  having  been  a 
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student  both  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  and  in  the  University 
for  several  years.  He  graduated  in  Engineering  at  the  University  of 
Virginia,  and  after  the  practice  of  his  profession  for  several  years  he 
came  to  Sewanee  to  fill  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  year's  leave  of 
absence  which  was  granted  to  Professor  Coulson.  During  the  brief 
time  that  Mr.  Ewing  was  connected  with  the  University,  he  showed 
marked  adaptability  to  teaching.  His  residence  at  Sewanee  in  the  past 
had  imbued  him  thoroughly  with  the  Sewanee  spirit,  and  he  was  as 
one  of  us.  Mr.  Ewing  not  only  took  a  great  interest  in  his  class  work, 
but  in  the  University  properties.  It  was  as  much  his  desire  to  make 
himself  useful  to  the  University  as  an  engineer  as  it  was  to  fill  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Chair  which  he  occupied.  His  death  came  quite 
suddenly,  although  he  and  his  family  were  fully  aware  of  the  weakness 
of  his  heart  before  he  came  to  Sewanee  this  last  time.  In  accordance 
with  a  suggestion  made  by  him  in  a  poem  that  he  wrote  while  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  he  was  buried  in  the  University  cemetery. 

Mrs.  Clara  Quintard  Wiggins,  died  in  Ferguson,  S.  C,  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1915,  and  was  buried  in  the  University  cemetery  by  the  side 
of  her  late  husband,  Vice-Chancellor  Benjamin  Lawton  Wiggins. 
Mrs.  Wiggins'  whole  life  had  been  practically  wrapped  up  in  Sewanee. 
She  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  Bishop  Quintard,  through  whose  per- 
sistent efforts  the  University  was  revived  after  the  Civil  War.  Bishop 
Quintard  was  our  first  Vice-Chancellor,  and  his  son-in-law  occupied 
the  Vice-Chancellor's  office  for  a  longer  term  than  any  who  had  pre- 
ceded him  or  has  come  into  that  office  since.  The  Quintard  house 
was  noted  for  its  hospitality  and  the  friendly  atmosphere  which  it  gave 
to  everything  at  Sewanee.  This  condition  was  continued  under  the 
late  Mrs.  Wiggins.  We  were  shocked  when  we  heard  of  her  death, 
and  felt  that  it  was  highly  proper  that  her  remains  should  have  been 
brought  back  to  Sewanee  and  laid  beside  those  of  one  of  the  two  men 
we  loved  so  much. 

The  Rev.  John  Brown  Cannon,  LL.B.,  died  March  17,  191 5,  at  St. 
Thomas'  Infirmary,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  after  an  operation  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  appendix  and  gall  bladder.  Mr.  Cannon  was  at  one  time 
a  student  in  the  Academy,  as  also  in  the  College  and  in  the  Theolog- 
ical Department,  and  was  a  Sewanee  man  in  all  that  goes  to  make  up 
such  a  man  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word.  He  was  in  the  second  year 
of  his  term  as  Chaplain  of  the  University.  His  cherry  disposition, 
alert  mind,  sympathetic  nature  and  personal  magnetism  made  him 
what  the  students  were  delighted  to  call  the  Ideal  Chaplain. 
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During  the  short  period  of  his  Chaplaincy  he  had  practically  revolu- 
tionized the  position  of  Chaplain  to  the  University.  As  the  greater 
portion  of  those  to  whom  he  ministered  were  students  and  not  officers 
of  the  University,  he  felt  that  his  call  was  to  minister  to  the  needs  of 
the  student  body.  He  became,  therefore,  in  a  certain  sense,  the  students' 
representative.  Looking  at  things  from  the  students'  viewpoint  in  a 
sympathetic  way,  he  was  easily  approached  by  them,  and  could  pre- 
sent the  affairs  of  the  student  body  to  the  authorities  of  the  University 
through  the  student  mind.  It  is  hard  for  one  to  speak  of  a  man  of  his 
attainments  and  characteristics  without  seemingly  being  extravagant  in 
the  use  of  language.  The  following  reference  in  the  Nashville  Tennes- 
sean,  quoted  afterwards  in  the  Purple,  it  seems  to  me  expresses  the 
real  value  in  which  Mr.  Cannon  was  held  by  everyone : 

"  Not  in  a  generation  has  a  young  man,  a  civilian,  in  any  part  of  our 
country,  one  whose  death  was  in  the  course  of  nature  and  not  sur- 
rounded by  the  glamour  of  martial  dead,  had  a  higher  honor  paid  to 
his  memory  than  that  embodied  in  the  memorial  to  the  late  Rev.  John 
B.  Cannon  in  the  large  endowment  of  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  University 
of  the  South — the  position  he  filled  when  he  passed  away. 

"  There  is  something  fine  in  the  demonstration  that  pure  individual 
worth,  livable  nature  and  unselfish  nature  of  humanity  could  win,  in 
an  age  supposed  to  be  dominated  by  commercialism,  so  spontaneous 
and  useful  a  tribute. 

"  The  life  of  this  young  man  is  a  tender  heritage  to  the  family  circle 
which  his  departure  bereaves,  but  it  was  not  in  vain.  It  bestowed 
honor  on  his  birth  and  it  will  be  an  inspiration  and  encouragement  to 
the  youth  of  his  state." 

Statistics  of  Trustees,  Teachers  and  Students 

I  present  a  classified  statement  of  the  officers  and  student  body  for 
the  year  1914-1915,  divided  as  to  their  respective  departments,  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  year  1913-1914  ;  also  a  table  giving  the  geograph- 
ical distribution  of  students :

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 

In  reporting  on  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  I  do  not  feel  that 
I  can  do  better  than  to  quote  the  following  from  the  report  of  the 
Dean  on  the  attendance  : 

"  The  statistics  of  attendance  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
compared  with  those  of  last  year  and  the  two  previous  years  are  as 
iollows :

"  This  shows  a  gratifying  and  healthy  increase  in  the  total  number 
of  students  in  the  College  and  an  equally  gratifying  decrease  in  the 
number  lost  during  the  session  for  all  causes  as  compared  with  the 
past  two  years. 

"  The  distribution  of  the  160  students  among  the  classes  is  as  fol- 
lows: Freshmen,  84  ;  Sophomores,  28  ;  Juniors,  21;  Seniors  (includ- 
ing Theological  Seniors  taking  work  in  College)  19  ;  Special,  4  ;  Sum- 
Quarter,  4. 

"  Of  the  160  registered,  80  were  new  students  and  80  were  students 
who  had  previously  been  in  attendance  at  the  University.  As  far  as 
our  records  show,  80  is  the  largest  number  of  new  students  entering 
the  College  in  any  one  year,  and  160  is  the  largest  total  attendance  in 
the  College  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  year  1891,  when  it  is  not  improbable  some  of  the  Academy 
students  were  included  in  the  number  given.  Prior  to  1895  the  upper- 
classmen  in  the  Academy  sometimes  attended  certain  College  classes."

The  ten  referred  to  as  free  tuition  are  Theological  students  taking 
work  in  the  Academic  Department,  and  pay  no  tuition.  Of  the  seven- 
teen Summer  Quarter  students,  thirteen  are  counted  again  in  the 
classes  1915,  1916,  1917  and  1918. 

*  Including  two  who  dropped  out  of  College  on  account  of  difficulty  of  the  work 
and  transferred  to  the  Theological  Department,  and  one  suspended  student  who  may 
return  for  Final  Examinations.  Three  students  withdrew  without  permission  and 
without  taking  Final  Examinations,  on  June  7,  191 5. 
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Watson  Selvage,  M.A.,  resigned  after  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
last  year  as  Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Ethics,  and  in  his  place 
Thomas  Pearce  Bailey,  Ph.D.,  was  employed  as  Acting  Professor,  and 
later,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  February,  in  order 
that  Professor  Bailey  might  be  retained  in  the  University  the  Board 
of  Regents  elected  him  to  this  Chair  for  the  unexpired  term  beginning 
September  1,  1915. 

During  the  year  the  resignation  of  Wilson  Lloyd  Bevan,  Ph.D.,  as 
Professor  of  History  and  Economics,  was  received  and  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Regents.  Sedley  Lynch  Ware,  Ph.D.,  who  had  been  acting 
as  Professor  of  History  and  Economics,  was  elected  to  the  Chair  for 
the  unexpired  term  beginning  September  1,  1915.  James  Garfield 
Stevens,  Ph.D.,  who  had  been  employed  for  one  year  as  Assistant 
Professor,  was  elected  Associate  Professor  of  Economics  for  the  un- 
expired term  beginning  September  1,  1915. 

George  Merrick  Baker,  Ph.D.,  who  had  been  Associate  Professor 
of  German  in  the  department  of  Modern  Languages,  was  made 
Professor  of  Germanic  Languages  for  the  unexpired  term  beginning 
September  1,  191 5. 

Thomas  Shearer  Duncan,  Ph.D.,  who  had  been  employed  for  one 
year  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Classics,  was  elected  Associate  Professor 
of  Greek  for  the  unexpired  term  beginning  September  1,  1915. 

In  the  place  of  Acting  Professor  of  Engineering,  Fayette  Clay 
Ewing,  C.E.,  Kenneth  McDonald  Lyne,  B.C.E.,  was  appointed  tem- 
porarily by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  This  appointment  was  confirmed  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  its  February  meeting. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  Faculty  of  the  College  is  com- 
plete, although  there  may  be  the  necessity  of  additional  teaching  force 
in  several  of  the  departments  due  to  the  increased  number  of  students, 
notably  may  this  be  true  in  the  departments  of  English,  Mathematics, 
and  Chemistry. 

George  Townshend,  M.A.  (Oxon.),  who  was  appointed  Instructor  in 
English,  has  been  acting  as  Assistant  Professor  in  English  for  some 
time  past.  I  believe  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  elect 
him  to  this  position.  I  cannot  find  any  record  of  such  election:  I, 
therefore, recommend  that  Geo. Townshend,  M.A.  (Oxon.),  be  elected 
as  Assistant  Professor  of  English  for  the  unexpired  term  beginning 
September  1,  1915. 

In  commenting  on  the  work  of  the  teacing  force,  I  cannot  do  better 
than  quote  from  the  report  made  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  to  me : 
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"  The  work  of  the  teaching  force  has  been  highly  satisfactory.  The 
new  members  of  the  Faculty, — Bailey,  Stevens,  Baker,  and  Duncan, — 
have  greatly  strengthened  the  College  and  have  proven  themselves 
valuable  additions  to  the  community  as  well  as  scholarly  teachers. 

"  In  the  death  of  Prof.  F.  C.  Ewing,  Jr.,  the  College  lost  a  young 
teacher  of  high  promise  and  rare  gifts.  His  work  has  been  satisfacto- 
rily carried  on  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Lyne,  B.C.E.,  Sewanee,  who  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Vice-Chancellor  shortly  after  Prof.  Ewing's  death  to 
carry  the  work  for  the  remainder  of  the  session." 

The  number  of  students  registered  for  the  Summer  Quarter,  1914, 
was  the  same  as  that  in  the  summer  of  1913, — seventeen.  Of  these  two 
dropped  out  almost  immediately  after  registering,  so  that  the  number 
carried  through  the  summer  was  fifteen.  Of  these  seventeen  men  who 
entered  the  Summer  Quarter  fourteen  were  our  own  students,  so  that 
only  three  came  from  the  outside. 

Considering  this  matter  of  the  Summer  Quarter,  I  would  call  at- 
tention to  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  which  is  submitted 
herewith. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  the 
harmony  of  feeling  and  the  unanimity  of  purpose  prevailing  among  all 
of  those  who  are  connected  with  the  active  work  of  the  University. 

As  not  coming  from  the  Vice-Chancellor,  but  from  one  who  is  in 
close  touch  with  the  working  operations  of  the  College,  I  quote  again 
from  the  report  of  the  Dean  : 

"  Most  intangible,  but  most  real  and  most  important,  has  been  the 
improvement  in  the  mental  attitude  of  students  and  Faculty  towards 
the  institution.  The  session  has  been  marked  by  an  attitude  of  hope- 
fulness and  confidence  in  the  University's  future  on  the  part  of  both 
teachers  and  students.  The  spirit  of  cooperation  and  mutual  helpful- 
ness has  pervaded  the  place  as  never  before.  There  has  been  less 
carping  criticism  by  far  than  during  any  other  of  the  six  sessions  I 
have  been  in  Sewanee." 

On  the  whole,  I  am  able  to  report  very  satisfactory  progress  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  :  both  in  scholarship  and  in  the  general 
conduct  and  deportment  of  the  student  body. 

[The  Dean's  report  is  herewith  submitted  as  Exhibit  A  to  this 
report.] 

Theological  Department 

The  number  of  students  in  the  Theological  Department  this  year  is 
eighteen,  that  is  one  more  than  for  the  year  191 3- 19 14. 
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During  the  year  the  vacancy  caused  in  the  Chair  of  Systematic 
Divinity,  Church  Polity,  and  Liturgies,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  Riley  Gummey,  D.D.,  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
James  Bishop  Thomas,  Ph.D.,  of  Rochester,  New  York.  Dr.  Thomas 
began  his  work  in  January,  and  has  proved  himself  to  be  a  most  valu- 
able addition  to  the  faculty. 

Dr.  Thomas  Pearce  Bailey  took  up  the  work  of  Apologetics  in  the 
Theological  Department  made  vacant  by  Mr.  Selvage's  resignation. 
Dr.  Bailey's  work  has  been  of  a  very  high  order  ;  and  next  year  he 
will  take  up,  in  addition,  with  the  Middle  Class  the  Sunday  School 
Work  and  Child  Psychology.  These  subjects  have  been  handled  in 
the  past  by  the  Dean  of  the  Department. 

There  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  created 
by  the  death  of  Rev.  John  B.  Cannon.  This  vacancy  has  been  tem- 
porarily filled  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tidball,  Professor  Emeritus  of  Ecclesi- 
astical History,  who  has  been  kind  enough  to  step  into  the  breach  and 
continue  the  advanced  class.  The  Junior  class  has  been  looked  after 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Wright,  Rector  of  the  Otey  Memorial,  who 
kindly  consented  to  come  in  and  supply. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  University  shall  be 
separated  from  the  teaching  force  of  the  Theological  Department.  In 
conformity  with  this  recommendation,  if  it  meets  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  it  will  be  necessary  to  elect  a  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical 
History.  For  this  position  several  persons  have  been  suggested,  but 
the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Very  Rev.  James  Craik  Morris,  M.A.,  Dean 
of  the  Cathedral,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  should  be  elected  to  this  Chair. 

The  Dean  of  the  Department  has  urged  in  several  of  his  annual  re- 
ports that  some  one  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  Public  Speaking 
and  Reading,  and  Voice  Culture.  I  cannot  too  strongly  endorse  this 
suggestion  of  the  Dean  ;  and  if  such  an  arrangement  should  meet  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  I  would  suggest  that  the  Rev.  Charles  T. 
Wright,  Rector  of  Otey  Memorial  Church,  be  asked  to  give  a  portion 
of  his  time  to  this  work, — not  only  in  the  Theological  Department,  but 
also  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

During  the  year  lectures  have  been  delivered  in  the  Theological 
Department  by  the  Rev.  William  Norman  Guthrie,  M.A.,  the  Rev. 
Peter  G.  Sears,  the  Rev.  Z.  B.  T.  Phillips,  the  Right  Rev.  Frederick 
F.  Johnson,  D.D. 

Three  men  from  the  Department  are  recommended  for  the  B.D. 
degree. 
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As  Vice-Chancellor  I  desire  to  put  on  record  my  opinion  that  the 
Theological  Department  in  its  student  body  represents  a  high  class  of 
earnest  and  conscientious  young  men,  who  have  great  promise  of  use- 
fulness in  the  ministry  of  our  Church. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Department  is  well  balanced  and  is 
doing  thorough  and  conscientious  work,  in  which  it  has  an  inspiring 
example  in  the  Dean.

Sewanee  Military  Academy 

In  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  the  attendance  for  the  year  is  95 
as  compared  with  114  for  the  year  1913-14. 

The  Academy  closed  on  June  2nd  with  72  in  attendance,  indicating 
a  loss  of  23  during  the  year.  This  loss  is  accounted  for  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  a  greater  proportion  of  the  old 
students  returned  this  year  than  for  some  time  past.  This  would 
indicate  that  the  present  administration  meets  with  the  approval  of 
the  parents. 

The  falling  off  in  the  attendance  at  the  Academy  can  be  accounted 
for  by  the  financial  condition  of  the  country  during  the  past  year.  So 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  from  inquiries,  I  do  not  think  that 
our  percentage  of  loss  has  been  as  great  as  most  of  the  preparatory 
schools  in  the  South  have  suffered. 

The  average  scholarship  for  the  Academy  during  the  past  year  has 
been  80%.  This  would  indicate  a  very  high  average.  I  believe  that 
there  has  been  conscientious  work  done  in  the  classroom  ;  and  it  is 
hoped  also  that  the  thoroughness  of  preparation  has  been  greater. 
The  discipline  of  the  Academy  has  been  stricter,  but  notwithstanding 
this  strictness,  the  deportment  has  been  very  good  with  the  exception 
of  the  mutiny  which  is  reported  on  in  full  by  the  Superintendent,  both 
as  to  its  causes  and  as  to  the  manner  of  its  settlement. 

On  the  2nd  of  June  the  Academy  graduated  fourteen.  This  is  a 
somewhat  smaller  class  than  in  the  past,  but  it  would  indicate  that  we 
should  have  a  larger  proportion  of  old  cadets  to  return  next  year.  Of 
those  graduating  it  is  understood  that  the  greater  proportion  will  enter 
the  University  next  fall.  The  Commencement  Sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Right  Rev.  William  A.  Guerry,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  South  Caro- 
lina, on  May  30,  1915  ;  and  the  Very  Rev.  Harry  T.  Moore,  Dean  of 
the  Cathedral  at  Dallas,  Texas,  delivered  the  Commencement  Address 
on  June  2nd. 

During  the  year  Major  Benton  was  relieved  as  the  detail  from  the 
United  States  Army.  In  his  stead  Lieut.  John  C.  Fairfax,  21st  Infan- 
try, was  appointed  by  the  President  from  the  active  service  of  the 
Army.  Lieut.  Fairfax  arrived  in  the  fall  and  has  given  close  attention 
to  the  military  features  of  the  Academy.  He  has  proved  eminently 
satisfactory  in  his  work,  and  as  his  detail  is  for  three  years  and  eleven 
months  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  length  of  his  service  he  may  be  able 
to  further  improve  the  already  high  military  standing  of  the  Academy. 
Captains  McCoy  and  Hesse  did  not  return,  nor  did  Major  Anderson, 
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for  the  last  session  of  the  Academy.  In  their  places  Captains  E.  P, 
Conquest  and  J.  N.  C.  Richards,  graduates  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  came.  These  officers  have  proved  themselves  efficient  and 
capable,  and  have  fitted  into  the  conditions  at  Sewanee.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  Academy  has,  therefore,  been  running  on  one  less  in  its 
teaching  force  than  it  had  last  year. 

Col.  D.  G.  Cravens  was  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to  use 
the  title  "Superintendent,"  although  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  not 
amended  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  use  of  this  title.  The  au- 
thorization on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Regents  was  to  bring  the 
school  more  in  conformity  with  the  usage  prevailing  in  other  military 
schools.  Col.  Cravens  has  worked  insistently  for  the  building  up  of 
the  Academy,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  war  in  Europe,  which 
depressed  the  condition  of  the  cotton  market,  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
attendance  in  the  Academy  would  have  been  above  the  average  of  last 
year.  He  has  given  satisfaction  to  the  authorities,  and  I  am  sure  that 
any  of  the  parents  of  the  cadets  who  might  meet  him  would  be  pleased 
to  have  their  boys  under  his  care  and  oversight. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  which  authorized 
me  to  spend  as  much  as  $20,000  on  Quintard  Hall,  I  have  spent  some- 
thing over  $18,000  in  remodeling  the  building  and  refurnishing  it.  I 
am  sure  that  as  the  building  is  at  present  it  would  commend  itself  to 
the  Board  and  to  all  prospective  patrons  of  the  school.  The  improve- 
ments in  the  Academy  building  are  commented  on  at  length  in  the 
Superintendent's  report.

Chaplain 

In  another  portion  of  this  report  I  have  noted  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
John  B.  Cannon,  the  late  Chaplain  of  the  University,  which  occurred 
March  17, 191 5.  It  was  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy  temporarily.  For 
a  short  time  I  assumed  myself  the  duties  of  the  Chaplaincy,  but  later 
on  appointed  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett  Williams,  B.Litt.  (Oxon.),  Profes- 
sor of  New  Testament  Language  and  Interpretation,  as  Acting  Chap- 
lain. Mr.  Williams  has  filled  the  position  in  a  most  satisfactory  way, 
and  I  desire  to  commend  the  spirit  in  which  he  took  up  the  additional 
duties  of  the  Chaplaincy. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Cannon  it  seemed  to  me  that  it  was 
essential  to  make  permanent  provision  for  the  Chaplaincy  immedi- 
ately, and  in  order  that  this  might  be  done  I  communicated  by  letter 
with  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of   Regents,  nominating  the  Rev, 
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Henry  D.  Phillips,  and  I  communicated  with  him  as  to  the  best 
method  of  his  being  chosen  and  as  to  the  provisions  which  were  made 
for  the  support  of  the  Chaplain.  Mr.  Phillips  has  not  yet  signified  his 
determination.  I  feel  quite  sure  that  it  is  his  desire  to  have  the  Board 
of  Trustees  act,  inasmuch  as  his  acceptance  or  declination  was  not 
received  previous  to  this  meeting. 

In  connection  with  the  Chaplaincy  I  communicate  to  the  Board  the 
information  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  K.  Benedict  and  Mrs.  Benedict  have 
promised  to  complete  the  endowment  of  the  Chaplaincy  as  a  memorial 
to  the  Rev.  John  B.  Cannon.  Some  years  ago  this  endowment  was 
started  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  with  the  stipulation  that  the 
amount  should  be  made  up  to  $40,000.00.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Benedict  have 
agreed  to  complete  the  fund  up  to  that  amount  after  the  first  of  January, 
1916.  The  purpose  is  to  allow  contributions  to  come  in  until  then. 
The  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Mr.  Cannon  occurs  in  January,  and  the 
intention  is  to  have  the  fund  completed  and  paid  into  the  University 
on  his  birthday.  At  present  we  have  on  hand  $1,409.28  toward  this 
endowment. 

[The  Acting  Chaplain's  report  is  submitted  herewith  as  Exhibit  D.] 

Department  of  Physical  Education 

Mr.  William  Jennings  Gardner,  LL.B.,  former  Carlisle  athlete,  has 
been  the  Director  of  Physical  Culture  during  the  past  year.  Mr. 
Gardner  has  assisted  in  the  coaching  of  the  football  team  and  has  had 
charge  of  the  work  in  the  gymnasium,  and  also  has  been  the  coach  of 
the  baseball  team.  During  the  year  Mr.  Gardner  also  taught  and 
trained  several  teams  so  that  a  tournament  in  basketball  was  carried 
on  after  the  football  season  ended.  This  prevented  a  great  many  of 
the  men  who  had  been  on  the  football  squads  from  too  suddenly 
breaking  training.  Mr.  Gardner  has  also  been  looking  after  the  men 
in  their  cross-country  runs  and  outdoor  athletics.  He  has  been  success- 
ful in  the  work  of  his  department,  and  I  regret  that  owing  to  the 
finacial  condition  of  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control,  which  has  been 
paying  something  in  addition  to  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Uni- 
versity for  Mr.  Gardner's  services,  we  are  not  able  to  retain  him.  I 
wish  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  all-year-round  Physical 
Director  and  Director  of  Athletics.  I  hope  that  the  Board  can  see  its 
way  clear  to  make  provision  for  the  same. 

[Mr.  Gardner's  report  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  E.] 
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Health  Department 

During  the  year  Dr.  Reynold  M.  Kirby-Smith  has  been  on  leave  in 
Europe.  Dr.  Kirby-Smith  was  one  of  the  very  first  surgeons  who 
was  asked  to  accompany  the  Red  Cross  work  to  the  war.  He  has 
been,  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  time,  in  charge  of  the  military 
hospital  at  Pau,  France,  but  for  the  last  two  or  three  months  he  has 
been  in  Serbia  engaged  in  stamping  out  typhus  which  has  prevailed 
in  that  unfortunate  country.  Dr.  Kirby-Smith's  leave  of  absence  has, 
however,  expired,  and  he  has  asked  to  be  relieved  by  the  Red  Cross, 
and  is  reporting  for  duty  at  the  University  this  month. 

During  Dr.  Kirby-Smith's  absence  I  appointed  Dr.  Allen  L.  Lear 
as  Acting  Health  Officer.  Dr.  Lear  has  been  very  active  and  efficient 
in  his  work.  He  reports  that  the  health  of  the  students  has  been  ex- 
cellent, and  that  there  has  been  no  serious  illness  with  the  exception  of 
one  case  of  appendicitis  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  He  also 
reports  the  death  of  Cadet  T.  G.  Brown  on  the  athletic  field  during 
football  practice.  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
comments  on  this  death  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Military 
Academy,  and  also  by  the  Health  Officer. 

[The  Acting  Health  Officer's  report  is  submitted  herewith  as  Ex- 
hibit F.] 

The  Hospital 

I  desire  to  put  on  record  my  sense  of  the  great  value  that  the 
Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital  has  been  to  the  University.  It  has  been 
a  source  of  much  relief  to  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  care  of 
the  cadets  and  students  to  know  that  we  have  such  a  well-equipped 
and  skilfully  supervised  hospital  in  our  midst. 

During  the  past  year  one  nurse  has  graduated,  and  there  are  at  the 
present  time  four  undergraduate  nurses  in  training.  Three  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  patients  were  cared  for  in  the  hospital,  and  887 
served  by  clinics.  Of  course  it  is  understood  that  all  of  these  patients 
were  not  of  our  student  body,  but  that  the  work  of  the  hospital  extends 
to  the  community  and  also  the  surrounding  country. 

From  the  patients  there  has  been  collected  $1,302.94  and  from  en- 
dowment $1,750.00.  The  expense  of  operating  the  hospital  amounted 
to  $6,420.17,  which  left  a  deficit  of  $3,367.13.  This  deficit  has  been 
provided  for  largely  through  the  work  and  influence  of  the  Ven.  W.  S. 
Claiborne,  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Board.  Some  recognition 
ought  to  be  taken  of  this  hospital  matter  inasmuch  as  the  Diocese  of 
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Tennessee  is  also  involved,  holding  certain  endowment  funds  for  the 
support  of  the  hospital.  The  Diocese  of  Tennessee  has  appointed  a 
special  committee  to  take  up  and  come  to  some  adjustment  of  the  re- 
lationship of  the  Diocese  to  the  hospital.  This  matter  should  be 
adjusted  while  there  is  no  friction,  so  that  any  danger  of  possible 
misunderstanding  might  be  removed.

Lands  and  Buildings 

From  the  domain  the  forestry  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  $557.19. 
There  have  been  no  new  contracts  made  for  the  cutting  of  any  of  our 
timber,  although  there  have  been  applications.  With  the  many  other 
duties  laid  on  me,  and  the  newness  of  the  work  to  me,  I  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  in  an  intelligent  way  deal  with  this  question  of  forestry. 
It  has  seemed  to  me  that  the  University  has  greater  opportunities  and 
obligations  in  the  possession  of  its  landed  property  than  has  been  real- 
ized in  the  past.  When  I  speak  of  opportunities  and  obligations,  I 
refer  to  the  position  that  we  occupy  in  the  mountain  regions  of  the 
South.  With  this  large  area  of  mountain  land,  and  the  University 
placed  in  the  environment  which  it  has,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is 
more  work  to  do  than  simply  the  drawing  of  students  from  different 
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parts  of  the  country  into  the  collegiate  department.  Why  should  not 
the  University,  through  its  officers  and  faculty,  and  also  through  its 
student  body,  work  out  this  great  problem  of  the  people  in  the  moun- 
tain regions  of  the  South?  It  has  seemed  to  me  so  patently  our  duty 
and  so  manifestly  an  opportunity,  that  I  have  consulted  with  experts 
on  this  question,  and  we  have  had  a  visit  from  the  Field  Secretary  of 
the  Southern  Industrial  Educational  Association  in  Washington  ;  also 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Education  of  the  United  States.  Both  of 
these  men,  experts  in  teaching  and  also  in  every  way  familiar  with  the 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  mountain  regions  of  the  South,  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  decidedly  in  regard  to  our  position  and  opportu- 
nity. The  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  has  expressed 
himself  that  if  the  University  of  the  South  would  do  the  work  which 
it  has  an  opportunity  to  do,  that  in  twenty  years'  time  the  problem  of 
our  mountain  whites  would  have  been  solved.  I  believe  that  we  have 
a  great  opportunity  which  can  be  seized  without  the  expenditure  of  a 
great  deal  of  money.  I  believe  also  that  this  landed  domain  has  been 
provided  in  a  providential  way  that  we  might  be  able  to  do  our  part 
in  handling  this  great  problem.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  have  been 
somewhat  averse  to  disposing  of  any  more  of  our  timber,  and  I  believe 
that  if  we  should  take  up  seriously  the  question  of  handling  the  situa- 
tion so  far  as  the  mountain  people  go,  that  we  shall  need  all  of  our 
timber.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  industries  can  be  built  up  here  by 
the  mountain  people,  which  would  require  the  use  of  our  own  material. 
With  the  advent  of  the  electrical  current,  power  would  be  available  for 
the  manufacture  of  some  particular  class  of  furniture,  which  would 
bear  the  Sewanee  stamp.  Also,  looms  for  weaving  some  particular 
kind  of  rug,  to  be  known  as  the  Sewanee  rug.  A  community  village 
established  on  our  domain,  built  entirely  out  of  our  own  materials,  with 
the  opportunity  for  school  life  both  for  the  young  and  the  old, — with 
industries  of  this  character  and  sufficient  land  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses, all  of  these  things  to  be  executed  and  carried  out  by  the  people 
themselves  under  some  directing  power,  would  be  a  demonstration  to 
all  of  the  people  in  the  Appalachain  chain  range  of  the  opportunities 
which  they  have.  It  would  be  in  a  measure  the  training  and  educating 
of  the  people  in  their  native  environment.  With  this  education  and 
development,  there  would  also  be  the  improvement  in  their  material 
condition,  which  in  a  measure  would  do  away  with  the  temptation  that 
the  young  men  have  to  abandon  their  environment  as  soon  as  they 
have  risen  above  the  condition  of  their  forefathers. 

I  desire  to  have  the  Board  appoint  a  committee  to  take  this  matter 
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under  consideration.  I  do  not  feel  that  there  would  be  much  difficulty 
about  any  financial  part  of  it,  inasmuch  as  this  class  of  work  would 
appeal  much  more  quickly ;  and  in  fact  I  believe  that  there  are  funds 
waiting  available  for  such  opportunity. 

In  handling  the  lands  of  the  University  it  has  seemed  to  me  that 
the  construction  of  the  golf  links  which  were  begun  several  years  ago 
was  of  sufficient  importance  that  the  University  should  expend  its  own 
money  on  them.  For  this  reason  I  have  been  pushing  this  work  for 
this  past  year.  Nearly  all  of  that  which  has  has  been  done  has  been 
acomplished  by  the  use  of  the  services  of  such  students  as  were  under 
the  necessity  of  working  to  pay  their  expenses  in  college.  We  are 
accomplishing  the  twofold  purpose,  therefore,  of  helping  the  student 
and  developing  our  own  property.  In  the  development  of  this  prop- 
erty it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  University  by  the  use  of  the 
position  which  it  occupies  as  a  summer  resort  can  bring  a  great  deal  of 
its  land  into  service  for  producing  income.  It  is  difficult  in  these  days 
to  have  a  summer  colony  of  any  size  unless  there  be  opportunity  for 
recreation  and  exercise.  Golf  has  come  into  such  a  vogue,  and  is 
likely  to  remain  as  a  permanent  source  of  recreation  and  health  to  the 
American  people.  With  good  golf  links,  a  very  considerable  summer 
population  will  be  attracted  to  the  mountain,  and  everyone  that  comes 
in  a  measure  aids  the  University  financially  and  otherwise.  Also,  the 
students  of  the  University  need  more  opportunities  for  recreation  than 
they  have  had.  During  the  long  period  from  the  time  of  the  depar- 
ture of  the  summer  guests  to  their  return  in  the  early  summer  there 
are  no  recreation  opportunities  excepting  through  athletics.  There 
are  periods  between  the  ending  of  the  football  season  and  the  begin- 
ning of  the  baseball  season  when  the  time  drags  heavily  on  the  student 
body,  which  produces  a  certain  amount  of  restlessness  on  their  part. 
The  golf  links  will  give  an  opportunity  for  a  diversion  which  will 
remain  always  at  hand.  That  the  students  and  officers  of  the  Univer- 
sity need  such  an  opportunity  has  been  manifested  during  this  winter : 
with  the  incomplete  and  very  rough  condition  of  the  golf  field  there 
has  been  a  large  number  playing  there  every  day.  I  desire,  therefore, 
to  have  the  Board  confirm  my  action  in  the  expenditure  of  money 
in  the  past  year  along  this  line,  and  also  to  approve  of  the  further 
development  of  this  work. 

Mr.  Lyne  has  filled  in  all  the  spare  time  between  his  classes  in 
giving  us  a  better  survey  of  the  lands  which  have  been  leased  in  the 
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past  to  those  who  occupy  our  domain.  This  work  is  not  entirely  fin- 
ished, but  whenever  an  application  comes  in  for  a  new  lease  we  require 
that  a  survey  shall  be  carefully  made,  and  in  surveying  for  the  new  lot 
opportunity  always  presents  itself  for  locating  the  lines  of  the  old 
surveys. 

In  connection  with  the  whole  matter  of  surveying,  it  is  my  desire 
that  the  whole  domain  be  surveyed  this  summer,  fixing  our  corners ; 
and  also  that  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  Sewanee  be  properly  indi- 
cated ;  and  also  that  a  topographical  survey  be  made  for  the  water  and 
sewerage  purposes.  Mr.  Lyne  is  prepared  to  go  on  with  this  work 
immediately  after  the  close  of  the  term,  and  he  has  several  student 
assistants  who  are  willing  to  work  with  him  during  the  summer  and 
have  what  they  earn  credited  on  their  expenses  in  the  University.  All 
of  these  students  are  under  the  necessity  of  working  their  way  ;  some 
of  them  owe  the  University  at  the  present  time,  others  desiring  to  have 
what  they  shall  earn  in  the  summer  credited  on  next  year's  expenses. 
This  is  an  opportunity  of  doing  the  surveying  and  engineering  work 
of  the  University  in  a  thorough  way  at  the  least  expense.  I  desire  the 
approval  of  the  Board  in  having  this  done. 

Last  fall,  under  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Regents,  I  signed  a 
lease  with  Mr.  William  Petty,  of  Tracy  City,  a  mining  contractor,  to 
mine  on  certain  lands  of  the  University  for  coal  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
five  years.  Mr.  Petty  is  to  provide  all  of  his  own  equipment,  and  of 
coal  under  thirty  inches  the  contract  requires  him  to  take  out  a  mini- 
mum of  fifty  tons  a  day  at  10  cents  a  ton  royalty.  Of  coal  running 
over  thirty  inches,  he  is  required  to  take  out  a  minimum  of  two  hun- 
dred tons  a  day  at  12^  cents  a  ton  royalty.  Up  to  the  present  time 
Mr.  Petty  has  not  removed  his  equipment  from  Tracy  City,  nor  done 
any  work  other  than  prospecting.  I  am,  therefore,  unable  to  say 
whether  he  intends  to  carry  out  his  contract  or  not.  He  has  twelve 
months  allowed  him  in  which  to  reach  the  minimum  output.  At  the 
expiration  of  that  time  the  lease  becomes  void  if  he  is  not  producing 
the  amount  which  is  required. 

Also  under  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Regents  I  signed  a  contract 
with  the  Tennessee  Valley  Light  and  Power  Company  to  bring  their 
transmission  lines  across  the  domain  of  the  University,  and  to  furnish 
current  for  lighting  and  power  purposes  to  the  University  and  to  the 
people  of  Sewanee.  This  contract  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the  power 
company  shall  put  in  a  sub-station  and  sell  current  and  power  to  the 
University  and  the  people  of  the  village,  making  a  certain  rate  to  the 
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University  in  lieu  of  the  right-of-way  and  the  franchise.  The  contract 
also  provides  that  should  the  University  at  any  time  desire  to  take 
over  and  operate  the  plant  that  it  can  do  so  by  paying  the  power  com- 
pany the  physical  value  of  the  plant.  The  company  is  working  quite 
rapidly,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  they  will  be  delivering  the 
current  to  Sewanee  this  month  or  next  month.  The  contract  is  con- 
sidered one  that  is  quite  favorable  to  the  University.  The  use  of 
electric  light  and  current  for  the  power  will  reduce  the  great  risks 
which  we  have  had  in  the  use  of  kerosene  in  our  dormitories.  I  do 
not  anticipate  that  anything  will  be  added  to  our  expenses  for  light- 
ing, inasmuch  as  our  minimum  rate  at  the  present  time  is  based  on  the 
amount  of  carbide  and  oil  we  have  purchased  each  year. 

When  it  became  apparent  that  there  would  be  constructed  what  is 
known  as  the  "Dixie  Highway,"  branching  off  from  the  Lincoln  High- 
way at  Chicago  and  running  to  Miami,  Florida,  it  occurred  to  some 
of  the  progressive  members  of  our  faculty  that  it  was  possible  to 
induce  the  highway  to  come  through  Sewanee.  There  were  a  large 
number  of  routes  that  were  suggested,  even  though  the  highway  came 
to  Nashville  on  its  way  South.  As  an  inducement  to  have  the  high- 
way come  through  Sewanee  I  stated  to  our  representative  that  the 
University  would  guarantee  the  payment  of  $500.00  a  year  for  four 
years,  this  amount  to  be  in  lieu  of  the  taxes  which  the  legislature 
authorized  to  be  imposed  upon  this  county  for  the  building  of  the 
highway.  As  we  are  exempt  from  these  taxes,  and  as  the  highway 
would  be  of  such  material  benefit  to  the  University  and  to  Sewanee,  it 
seemed  to  me  that  it  was  but  just  and  fair  that  we  should  undertake 
to  pay  what  would  be  approximately  our  proportion  of  the  taxes. 
I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Highway  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Governors  of  the  Southern  States  through  which  this  highway  is  to 
pass  voted  to  have  what  is  known  as  the  Western  Route  crossing  the 
mountains  at  this  place  and  going  through  Sewanee  and  our  domain. 
It  will  be  necessary,  I  presume,  for  us  to  dedicate  a  right-of-way  to 
the  highway,  but  in  dedicating  this  highway  it  is  assumed  that  those 
lands  which  have  been  already  appropriated  for  roads  will  be  returned 
to  the  University.  I  desire  the  Board  to  approve  of  my  action  in 
pledging  this  $500.00  a  year  for  four  years,  and  also  to  authorize  me  to 
adjust  the  whole  question  of  the  right-of-way. 

I  have  reported  elsewhere  on  the  work  which  was  done  on  the 
barracks  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  and  I  invite  the  Board  to 
inspect  this  building. 
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The  buildings  of  the  University  have  not  been  kept  in  repair.  This 
has  been  due  to  the  financial  stringency.  I  have  felt  that  we  were 
laying  up  for  ourselves  a  large  item  of  expense  to  be  put  against  one 
or  two  years  if  something  were  not  done  immediately.  For  this  reason 
I  authorized  the  employment  of  two  mechanics  who  shall  be  kept  con- 
stantly at  work  keeping  up  our  buildings.  Considerable  has  already 
been  done,  and  I  hope  that  in  this  way  we  will  gradually  catch  up  and 
be  able  to  keep  things  in  better  condition. 

I  also  had  some  changes  made  in  the  western  end  of  the  Walsh 
building  in  order  to  bring  the  administrative  officers  of  the  University 
in  closer  touch.  As  operated  before  these  officers  were  separated  in 
the  same  building  and  in  different  buildings  some  distance  apart.  We 
were  paying  $15.00  a  month  rent  for  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  With 
the  expenditure  of  a  little  over  $300.00  it  was  possible  forme  to  arrange 
a  suite  of  nine  offices  so  that  the  working  forces  of  the  University  are 
within  reach  of  each  other.  We  are  saving  the  $15.00  a  month  which 
we  were  paying  for  the  Treasurer's  office,  and  we  were  not  compelled 
to  use  current  funds  for  the  improvements,  inasmuch  as  the  Sewanee 
Alumni  Auxiliary  presented  the  funds  to  the  University  to  cover  the 
expenses. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  is  occupying  the  residence  which  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Arthur  R.  Gray  built  while  he  was  connected  with  the  University. 
This  residence  Dr.  Gray  has  presented  to  the  University  for  the  use 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  any  other  officer  of  the  University.  I  desire 
to  place  on  record  my  own  expression  of  obligation  to  Dr.  Gray,  and  I 
trust  that  the  Board  will  also  make  proper  recognition  of  this  very 
generous  gift.  We  have  entered  this  property  on  the  assets  of  the 
University  as  of  the  value  of  $10,000,  although  Dr.  Gray  must  have 
spent  very  much  more  than  that  on  the  property. 

The  University  Supply  Store 

The  sales  of  the  store  during  the  year  1914  amounted  to  $80,592.77, 
against  $67,523.89  for  the  year  1913.  The  increase  in  the  sales  has 
been  due  somewhat  to  the  new  method  of  purchasing  which  was  insti- 
tuted last  fall.  Heretofore  the  purchases  of  the  University  have  been 
made  from  various  sources.  It  seemed  to  me  that  in  order  that  the 
University  might  be  in  position  to  know  just  exactly  what  its  outstand- 
ing accounts  amounted  to,  and  also  that  it  might  avail  itself  of  any 
profits  which  could  be  made  through  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
Supply  Store,  the  Supply  Store  should  be  constituted  the  Purchasing 
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Agent  of  the  University.  All  purchases  are  now  made  through  this 
store,  and  the  purchases  for  the  University  go  into  the  aggregate  of 
sales  made  by  the  Supply  Store

The  surplus  of  the  Supply  Store  on  the  first  of  January,  191 5,  was 
$29,362.01.     From  this  surplus  the  dividend  indicated  above  was  taken. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Iliff  Conger,  who  had  been  manager  of  the 
store,  resigned,  and  I  appointed  Mr.  L.  D.  Kirby,  who  has  been  with 
the  store  for  a  number  of  years,  as  manager.  This  change  took  place 
January  1,  1915,  and  Mr.  Kirby  has  continued  the  work  of  the  Supply 
Store  in  a  satisfactory  way. 

The  accounts  of  the  Supply  Store  have  been  recently  audited  by 
Mr.  Allen  B.  Fisher,  certified  public  accountant  of  Nashville,  Tenn., 
and  I  submit  his  report  herewith  as  Exhibit  I. 

Finances 

I  do  not  find  in  the  report  of  the  former  Vice-Chancellor  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  any  reference  to  the  fund  of  $15,000  a  year  which 
was  subscribed  [for  five  years  to  meet  an  estimated  deficit  in  the 
funds  of  the  University.  I  desire  to  put  on  record  here  my  sense  of 
appreciation  at  the  action  of  these  benefactors  of  the  University,  but 
for  whom  it  would  be  impossible  to  operate.  This  fund  was  sub- 
scribed in  order  that  the  present  Vice-Chancellor  might  be  relieved  of 
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the  pressing  necessities  so  as  to  give  more  of  his  time  towards  working 
for  the  payment  of  the  debts  and  the  accumulation  of  endowment.  We 
are  now  in  the  second  year  of  the  payment  of  this  guarantee  fund,  so 
that  it  will  only  have  three  more  years  to  run.  During  these  three 
years  it  will  be  necessary  that  we  shall  apply  ourselves  more  strenuously 
to  the  care  of  the  finances  of  the  University. 

I  regret  to  report  that  the  debts  of  the  University  have  increased 
during  the  past  year.  This  increase  is  partially  for  obligations  created 
in  the  past  year  and  partially  due  to  the  accounts  payable  which  were 
not  on  the  books  of  the  University  at  the  time  of  the  last  statement. 

The  new  obligations  created  were  $15,000  borrowed  for  improve- 
ments in  Quintard  Hall,  and  notes  issued  in  settlement  of  the  medical 
matter,  also  certain  money  taken  out  of  the  current  funds  to  be  spent 
on  Quintard  Hall  in  addition  to  the  $15,000,  and  expenditures  on  ac- 
count of  the  settlement  of  the  medical  matter,  and  improvements  in 
equipment  and  furniture  for  the  Science  Building.  I  also  borrowed 
$5,100  from  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  toward  meeting  the  current 
expenses  of  the  University. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  a  great  deal  of  confusion  and  misunder- 
standing has  arisen  in  the  past  from  having  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
made  up  to  the  first  of  June,  whereas  the  fiscal  year  of  the  University 
does  not  close  until  August  31st.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Treasurer  to 
make  up  an  exact  and  accurate  statement  for  the  nine  months ;  and 
also  he  is  under  the  necessity  of  estimating  the  income  and  expense 
for  the  remainder  of  the  three  months.  It  imposes  upon  him  a  double 
duty  of  making  up  this  report,  and  also  making  up  his  annual  report. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  held  over  until 
the  Treasurer's  annual  report  has  been  ready.  I  believe  that  this 
is  a  serious  mistake,  and  that  the  University  has  suffered  from  it  in 
the  past.  In  accordance,  therefore,  with  this  opinion  on  my  part,  I 
have  not  called  for  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the  nine  months.  I 
have  asked  him  simply  to  furnish  me  with  a  memoranda  of  the  debts 
of  the  University  and  the  quick  assets.  This  memoranda  of  the  quick 
assets  of  the  University  would  indicate  that  we  have  enough  in  the 
way  of  quick  assets  to  settle  accounts  payable  due  at  the  present  time. 
Of  course  this  does  not  include  the  expenses  of  the  University  from 
the  first  of  June  to  the  first  of  September.  These  expenses  would 
probably  add  sufficient  to  the  accounts  payable  to  cover  what  the  ac- 
counts payable  of  the  University  amounted  to  the  first  of  September, 
1914.  I  submit  herewith  this  memoranda  for  the  use  of  the  Board, 
marked  Exhibit  J.    Any  information,  of  course,  that  the  Board  desires 
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to  obtain  for  its  use  can  be  gotten  through  its  committee  directly  from 
the  Treasurer. 

The  ordinances  of  the  University  practically  place  these  financial 
matters  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  I  would  suggest, 
therefore,  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  be  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  at  its  October  meeting,  and  that  this  report  be 
printed  separately  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
There  are  two  objects  to  be  accomplished  in  this  recommendation : 
the  first  is  to  obtain  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  in  print  as  soon  as 
possible  ;  and  the  second  is  to  emphasize  the  Treasurer's  report  which, 
if  printed  as  a  separate  document,  will  bring  the  finances  of  the  Uni- 
versity more  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  those  who  receive  this  report. 
I  find  that  other  universities  and  institutions  of  learning  are  adopting 
this  method. 

The  whole  question  of  the  finances  of  the  University  at  the  present 
time  in  my  judgment  hinges,  first,  upon  the  payment  of  the  debts  of 
the  University  and,  second,  the  creation  of  additional  income.  The 
first  of  these  is  certainly  the  more  pressing.  We  cannot  run  the  affairs 
as  they  have  been  run  in  the  past.  The  good  name  of  the  University, 
and  the  good  work  which  it  has  done,  have  created  for  it  a  certain  cred- 
it which  financial  institutions  have  accorded  to  it It  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  get  any  large  gifts  so  long  as  we  have  the  present 
debt,  and  also  a  showing  in  our  statement  of  recurring  and  increasing 
deficiency.  The  surest  way  to  get  an  endowment  is  by  paying  off  the 
debts  which  we  owe.  The  payment  of  these  debts  will  cut  off  the 
enormous  payments  which  we  are  making  on  interest  account ;  and 
when  we  figure  in  this  interest  account  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average 
deficits  of  the  University  have  been  practically  the  amounts  which  the 
University  has  been  paying  on  interest.  We  could,  therefore,  conduct 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  as  they  are  now  conducted,  without  any 
deficit  if  the  debts  were  paid. 

Assuring  the  members  of  the  Board  of  the  hearty  cooperation  of  all 
those  who  are  now  connected  with  the  University  in  all  of  its  efforts  to 
build  up  the  Institution,  and  trusting  that  you  may  be  guided  towards 
the  solution  of  our  financial  difficulties,  which  is  the  only  problem  that 
now  presents  itself  for  our  consideration,  all  of  this  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Tuesday,  June  16,  1914. 

The  Board  met.  Present :  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta,  Kentucky,  and 
Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright,  Messrs.  Finney, 
Gale,  W.  B.  Hall  and  Hodgson.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  Bishop  Knight, 
was  also  in  attendance. 

The  resolution  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  directing  this  Board  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  using  some  of  the  Endowment  Funds  in 
building  dwellings  on  the  domain  for  the  purpose  of  renting  to  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  others,  was  presented  and  action  thereon  was 
postponed. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  making  the  salary  of  the 
Librarian  $400.00  per  annum  was  approved. 

A  committee,  composed  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  DuBose,  was  appointed  to  prepare  and 
have  placed  upon  the  monument  over  the  grave  of  the  late  Vice-Chan- 
cellor an  appropriate  inscription  setting  forth  his  connection  with  the 
University. 

A  resolution  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  instructing  this  Board  to 
have  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  and  all  its  de- 
partments audited,  and  all  property  and  endowments  valued  at  the 
earliest  practicable  date  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  same. 

A  resolution  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  directing  this  Board  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  separating  the  maintenance  of  the  Hodg- 
son-Emerald Hospital  from  its  dependency  on  the  University,  was 
referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  report  upon  the  same  at  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Board. 

The  following  dates  were  chosen  for  the  three  regular  meetings 
during  the  ensuing  year:  Tuesday,  October  13,  Atlanta;  Tuesday, 
February  9,  1915,  and  the  day  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  June,  1915,  at  Sewanee. 

A  resolution  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  expressing  its  desire  that 
the  students  should  be  retained  at  the  University  during  the  Com- 
mencement season  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Heb- 
domadal Board. 
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A  petition  from  R.  L.  Colmore  and  David  A.  Shepherd  in  regard  to 
certain  lots  leased  by  them  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  with 
power  to  act. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  the  effect  that  authority  be  given  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  to  have  such  survey  and  platting  made  of  the  Univer- 
sity Reserve  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  charges  made  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Osborne  against  the  Hodgson-Emerald  Hospital  reported  to  the 
effect  that  said  charges  had  not  been  sustained ;  which  report  was 
adopted  unanimously,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  being  present  and  assent- 
ing thereto. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  claim  of  Prof.  Selvage 
for  $500.00  on  account  of  extra  work  done  in  his  department,  together 
with  certain  statements  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  that  connection,  made 
its  report  and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

"That  the  letter  of  Prof.  Selvage  agreeing  to  resign  his  professorship 
on  the  terms  stated  in  the  letter,  be  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
with  instructions  to  carry  out  as  soon  as  possible  the  provisions  of  the 
letter ;  provided,  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  Prof.  Selvage  until  his 
account  with  the  Supply  Store  and  with  the  University  for  rent  shall 
have  been  paid." 

A  letter  from  the  Head-Master  of  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy 
dealing  with  his  salary,  as  such,  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to 
report  to  us  at  our  next  meeting. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  granting  to  the  Head-Master  of  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy  the  sum  of  $500.00  as  a  Contingent  Fund  from  which  he 
may  meet  minor  necessary  expenses  of  the  school  on  his  own  order 
on  the  Treasurer,  and 

Resolved  (2) ,  Also  of  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of  determining 
an  outside  limit  for  the  salaries  of  all  Heads  of  departments  in  the 
Military  Academy,  and  of  the  Instructors  in  the  same,  with  authority 
to  the  Head-Master  to  employ  all  teachers  in  the  school,  subject  to  the 
limits  of  salaries  thus  determined.

The  Board  met  at  10  a.m.  and  was  in  session  until  5  p.m 

Present :  The  Bishops  of  Atlanta,  Kentucky,  and  Georgia  ;  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright ;  Messrs.  Finney,  Gale,  Hall  and  Harri- 
son— 9.     The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  in  attendance. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  was  called  to  the  chair.  The  minutes  of 
June  1 6th  last  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  secure  a  copy  of  the  agreement 
made  between  Prof.  Selvage  and  a  committee  of  this  Board  as  per 
their  report  at  our  meeting  June  i6th,and  incorporate  the  same  in  the 
minutes  of  said  meeting. 

On  motion,  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  instructed  to  report  at  our  next 
meeting:  (1)  on  the  question  of  using  some  of  the  endowment  funds 
in  building  dwellings  on  the  University  Domain  for  the  purpose  of 
renting  the  same  to  members  of  the  Faculty  and  others  ;  (2)  to  make  a 
financial  statement  at  the  same  meeting  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer, and  also  of  all  the  departments  of  the  University. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  progress  in  the  matter  of  arranging 
for  the  students  to  be  present  at  the  Commencement  Exercises. 

He  also  reported  that  there  had  been  no  deficit,  practically,  in  the 
current  expenses  of  the  University  for  the  year  ending  August  31, 
1914,  and  moreover,  that  142  students  had  registered  in  the  Academic 
Department,  to  date. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  Pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  a  portion  of  the  Tustin  and  Hill  bequests  have  heretofore 
been  carried  as  a  liability  of  the  University,  evidenced  by  the  note  of 
the  corporation,  and 

Whereas,  The  Vice-Chancellor  has  this  day  reported  that  he  has 
paid  and  satisfied  said  note  by  transferring  to  said  funds,  viz.,  the 
Tustin  and  Hill  funds,  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  treasury  bonds  of  the 
University,  at  par,  to  pay  said  note  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  payment  of  said  note  in  the  bonds  of  the  Uni- 
versity, as  reported  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
approved. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  South 
hereby  makes  application  to  the  General  Education  Board  for  an 
appropriation  by  the  said  General  Education  Board  for  the  Endow- 
ment of  the  said  University  of  the  South,  and  asks  that  the  sum  of 
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$260,000  be  granted  for  that  purpose,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may,  in  the 
judgment  and  ability  of  the  General  Education  Board  be  possible. 
And  the  Board  of  Regents  hereby  approves  and  endorses  the  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  University  as  made  and  presented  to  the 
General  Education  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University 
under  date  of  October  1,  1914. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy 
had  an  enrollment  of  84, — about  equally  divided  between  new  and  old 
boys ;  and  also  that  the  interior  of  the  building  is  now  in  process  of 
being  thoroughly  remodeled  and  refurnished. 

The  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  appointing  Dr.  Thos.  P.  Bailey 
to  the  Chair  of  Philosophy  and  Apologetics  was,  upon  motion,  duly 
approved, — his  term  being  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  June,  1915. 

The  Rev.  James  Bishop  Thomas,  Ph.D.,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Rochester,  New  York,  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Systematic 
Theology,  Church  Polity,  and  Liturgies,  at  a  salary  of  $1,800.00  per 
annum  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gummey. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University  of  the  South  in  withdrawing  by  check  dated  August 
11,  1914,  $3,000.00  from  the  "University  of  the  South  Endowment  Ac- 
count" with  the  Bankers  Trust  Co.,  New  York  City,  and  the  action  of 
the  said  Trust  Company  in  honoring  said  check,  be  and  is  hereby 
approved. 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  withdraw  by  check,  signed  jointly  by 
them,  any  balance  which  may  be  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Endowment 
Fund  with  said  Bankers 
as  they  deem  advisable. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Head-Master  of  the  Sewanee  Mil- 
itary Academy  be  $2,400.00  per  annum  with  residence  in  the  "Virginia 
Cottage"  by  the  year  ;  and  board  for  himself  and  family  in  the  Acad- 
emy building  during  the  scholastic  year,  together  with  five  per  cent  of 
the  net  profits  of  the  Academy, — the  same  to  be  adjusted  between 
himself  and  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

A  communication  from  Mr.  Malcolm  McDowell  asking  that  a  road- 
way of  150  feet  be  built  to  Natural  Bridge,  was  referred  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  with  power  to  act. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  presented  a  proposition  from  Miss  Laura  Drake 
Gill  asking  for  our  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the  establishment  of 
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an  Experimental  Summer  School  for  Women  at  Sewanee.  After  con- 
sideration, the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  we  feel 
constrained  to  decline  undertaking  the  same. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  :  That  the  sum  of  $900.00  be  appropriated, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required,  to  maintain  at  Sewanee  the 
central  office  of  the  Organizing  Secretary. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  and  Mr.  Finney  were  appointed  a  committee, 
with  power  to  act,  on  the  proposition  of  William  Petty  to  mine  coal 
on  the  University  Domain. 

Mr.  Gale,  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  adjust  claims,  made  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  Medical  School  at  Nashville,  made  a 
report,  and  the  following  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  relative  to  an  adjust- 
ment of  claims  incurred  on  account  of  the  proposed  Medical  Depart- 
ment be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Chair,  with  authority  and  instructions  to  agree  upon  a  settlement  of 
said  claims  on  the  terms  proposed  in  said  report.  The  Chancellor,  Dr. 
Hall,  and  Mr.  Gale  were  appointed  on  this  committee. 

Col.  Harrison  voted  "No"  on  the  above  resolution,  and  desired  to  be 
so  recorded. 

Sewanee  was  chosen  as  the  next  place  for  our  meeting. 

Upon  resolution,  the  Endowment  Committee  was  instructed  to  make 
a  report  at  the  February  9th  meeting,  191 5. 

The  Rev.  Peter  Gray  Sears,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Houston, 
Texas,  was  elected  preacher  for  Commencement  Exercises  of  1915.

The  Board  met.  Present :  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia  ;  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Wright ;  Messrs.  Finney,  Gale,  Drs.  Hall 
and  Hodgson.  The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  in  attendance.  The 
Bishop  of  Atlanta  was  elected  chairman. 

The  Committee  on  Endowment  reported  that  no  change  had  been 
made  in  loans  since  last  report,  and  that  all  loans  expiring  had  been 
renewed  with  an  increased  rate  of  interest. 

The  committee  to  deal  with  the  proposition  of  William  Petty  to 
mine  coal  on  the  University  Domain  made  a  report,  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  was  requested  to  send  the  substance  of  said  report  to  the 
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Secretary.  A  motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  the  lease  made  with 
the  said  William  Petty  be  confirmed  by  this  Board. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  our  request  of  October  13,  1914, 
to  the  General  Education  Board  was  presented  by  Prof.  Hullihen, 
Dean  of  the  College,  and  the  request  was  declined,  the  reasons  being 
(1)  the  isolated  position  of  the  University  being  such  that  no  large 
number  of  students  could  be  expected  ;  (2)  the  Board  does  not  grant 
help  to  institutions  in  debt.  These  reasons  were  assigned  by  the  Board 
informally  and  not  officially. 

The  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Mr.  Kenneth  McD. 
Lyne  as  Associate  Professor  of  Engineering  in  place  of  the  late  Prof. 
F.  C.  Ewing  was  confirmed  by  the  Board. 

The  title  of  Professor  of  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Mineralogy  was 
changed  to  that  simply  of  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor was  authorized  to  arrange  with  the  present  force  for  instruction 
in  Geology  and  Mineralogy. 

The  proposition  to  abolish  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing (B.C.E.)  was  considered  and  action  thereon  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  At  a  former  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  title 
of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School  was  changed  to  the  Sewanee  Military 
Academy,  and  the  title  of  the  administrative  officer  was  not  changed 
to  agree  with  the  common  usage  of  military  schools ;  therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  (1)  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  requested  to 
change  the  word  uHead-Master"  in  Ordinance  36,  and  wherever  else  it 
occurs,  from  Head-Master  to  Superintendent,  and  that  in  the  interim, 
and  until  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Head-Master  be 
authorized  by  this  Board  to  use  the  title  of  Superintendent. 

(2)  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  signing  the  electric 
light  contract  be  approved. 

(3)  That  the  title  of  Prof.  J.  N.  Ware  be  changed  from  Professor  of 
Modern  Languages  to  Professor  of  Romance  Languages  ; 

That  the  title  of  Dr.  Geo.  M.  Baker  be  changed  from  that  of  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Modern  Languages  to  Professor  of  Germanic  Lan- 
guages, at  a  salary  of  $1,500.00  per  annum  from  the  conclusion  of  his 
present  contract ; 

These  changes  in  the  titles  to  begin  with  the  session  of  1915-1916 
and  until  the  next  general  election  of  professors. 

(4)  That  Dr.  Thos.  P.  Bailey  be  elected  Professor  of  Philosophy, 
at  a  salary  of  #1, 500.00  a  year  at  the  conclusion  of  his  present  contract, 
and  until  the  next  general  election  of  professors. 
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(5)  That  Dr.  T.  S.  Duncan  be  elected  Associate  Professor  of  Greek 
for  a  term  of  two  years  from  the  beginning  of  the  session  1915-1916,  at 
a  salary  of  $1,350.00. 

(6)  That  we  accept  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Bevan. 

(7)  That  the  title  of  Prof.  Sedley  L.  Ware,  Ph.D.,  be  changed  from 
Associate  Professor  of  History  to  Professor  of  History. 

(8)  That  Dr.  James  S.  Stevens  be  elected  Associate  Professor  of 
Economics  for  a  term  of  two  years,  beginning  with  the  next  academic 
scholastic  year  1915-1916,  at  a  salary  of  $1,350.00. 

(9)  That  the  question  of  the  telephone  poles  and  guy  wires  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands,  with  power  to  act. 

(10)  That  the  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Mr.  L.  D.  Kir- 
by,  as  manager  of  the  Supply  Store  in  place  of  Mr.  Iliff  Conger,  re- 
signed, be  confirmed. 

(11)  That  the  arrangement  by  which  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  with  Messrs.  C.  K.  Benedict,  J.  M.  McBryde, 
Jr.,  Walter  Hullihen,  Sedley  L.  Ware,  and  Thos.  A.  Tidball  for  the 
management  and  publication  of  The  Sewanee  Review,  be  accepted  and 
approved  for  one  year  from  the  first  of  October,  1914  ;  it  being  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  University  assumes  no  responsibility  whatever 
for  any  debts  of  the  said  Sewanee  Review  contracted  previous  to  the 
date  on  which  this  agreement  went  into  effect. 

(12)  That  the  matter  (as  to  reorganization  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  and  denning  its  duties)  be  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting 
of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  Dr.  Hall,  to  con- 
sider and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

(13)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  make  an  agreement 
and  contract  with  the  Alumni  Council  or  the  Executive  Committee 
thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  hereinafter  stated,  to-wit : 

That  the  University  pay  to  the  Alumni  Council  or  to  the  Executive 
Committee  thereof  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  per  year  for  three  years  begin- 
ning July  1,  191 5,  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  on  October  15th  of 
each  year  and  five  hundred  dollars  on  February  15th  of  each  year, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

(a)  The  Alumni  Council  shall  raise  and  spend  not  less  than  $2,500.00 
per  year,  in  addition  to  the  $1,500.00,  contributed  by  the  University 
under  this  resolution,  in  continuing  the  work  of  organizing  Alumni  and 
increasing  the  enrollment  of  the  University  and  Sewanee  Military 
Academy. 
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(b)  The  Alumni  Council  guarantees  the  performance  of  the  follow- 
ing service  :  (i)  A  representative  of  the  Council  shall  visit  each  year 
not  fewer  than  two  hundred  prospective  students  or  their  parents ; 
(2)  he  shall  correspond  each  year  with  not  fewer  than  six  hundred 
prospective  students  or  their  parents  ;  (3)  he  shall  visit  not  fewer  than 
twenty  District  Alumni  Associations  each  year. 

(c)  On  the  first  day  of  July,  1916,  1917,  1918,  the  Alumni  Council 
shall  refund  to  the  University  for  each  failure  to  comply  with  the 
agreement  in  clause  (1)  four  dollars ;  for  each  failure  to  comply  with 
the  agreement  in  clause  (2)  fifty  cents  ;  and  for  each  failure  to  comply 
with  the  agreement  in  clause  (3)  twenty  dollars. 

(14)  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Dr. 
Hall  be  authorized  to  effect  a  sale  of  the  University's  interest  in  the 
land  purchased  by  Dr.  B.  L.  Wiggins  and  Mr.  Henry  Craft  from  the 
Haskin  heirs,  near  Natural  Bridge. 

(15)  That  consideration  of  the  advisability  of  using  Endowment 
Funds  to  erect  dwellings  upon  the  University  Domain  for  rent  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

(16)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  President  of  the  corporation  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  $15,000  from  the 
Bankers  Trust  Company,  of  New  York,  and  to  issue  the  note  of  the 
University  in  favor  of  said  Trust  Company  for  such  period  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Trust  Company,  and  to 
place  with  the  said  Bankers  Trust  Company  as  collateral  security 
therefor  eighteen  $1,000  five  per  cent  consolidated  gold  bonds  of  the 
Southern  Railway  Co. 

(17)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  appoint  the  neces- 
sary committees  to  arrange  for  the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Synod. 

(18)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Rev.  Arthur  Howard  Noll 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  papers  referred  to  (those 
from  the  Tremletts)  and  if  in  their  judgment  deemed  advisable  to  edit 
and  publish  the  same  in  some  manner  to  them  most  desirable. 

(19)  That  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  on  placing  a  suit- 
able inscription  on  the  grave  of  the  late  Vice-Chancellor,  Dr.  Wiggins, 
be  approved,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  incur  the  nec- 
essary expense. 

(20)  That  this  petition  (by  the  Theological  Department,  as  to 
Scholarships,  etc.)  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary,  and  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported : 

(1)  That  progress  had  been  made  for  a  system  of  sewage  disposal.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  from 
May  30,  1914,  to  May  31,  1915 :

As  above  stated,  the  sum  of  $936.77  was  charged  off  on  Cloisters  Fund 
on  account  of  work  done  on  the  Walsh  Building  and  Breslin  Tower  in 
anticipation  of  connecting  these  and  other  buildings  by  means  of  the 
cloister. 

It  has  been  our  policy  during  the  last  year,  and  will  be  in  the  future, 
to  obtain  a  higher  rate  than  6%  on  the  mortgages  that  we  have,  and  that 
we  make  in  the  future.  During  this  period  we  have  renewed  mort- 
gages that  were  expiring,  and  have  obtained  a  7%  rate  on  $10,250.00, 
which  amount  formerly  brought  us  only  6%. 

The  property  55  Lindsley  Avenue,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  which  we  ob- 
tained at  the  foreclosure  of  the  J.  A.  Williams  mortgage  is  being  car- 
ried by  us  at  $3,500.00.  It  is  bringing  us  in  $35.00  per  month,  less  cost 
of  repairs  and  agent's  commission. 

The  H.  M.  Dickens  mortgage,  $2,000.00,  is  still  in  the  Chancery  Court 
at  Nashville,  Mr.  Dickens  having  become  incompetent.  The  interest 
on  this  amount  is  accumulating  in  the  hands  of  the  Court,  and  the  mat- 
ter will  probably  be  settled  without  any  loss  to  us. 

The  other  mortgages  are  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  five 
$1,000.00  Atlanta,  Birmingham  &  Atlantic  R.  R.  Co.  First  Mortgage 
Bonds  carried  by  us  at$3,ooo.oo,  at  which  figure  they  were  turned  over 
to  us  by  the  executor  of  Miss  Hall,  as  part  of  the  Henry  C.  Hall 
Theological  Scholarship  Fund,  are  of  very  doubtful  value.  As  stated 
in  our  last  report  the  railroad  is  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  and  these 
bonds  have  been  deposited  with  the  Bondholders  Protective  Committee 
and  receipts  received  for  the  same.  No  satisfactory  developments  have 
taken  place  in  regard  to  these  bonds  since  our  last  report.

APPENDIX  IV 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATED  ALUMNI 

Article  I 

Name 

The  Alumni  of  The  University  of  the  South  hereby  constitute  them- 
selves an  association  to  be  known  as  the  Associated  Alumni  of  The 
University  of  the  South. 

Article  II 

Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  promote  the  growth  and  interests 
of  the  University,  and  to  foster  a  sentiment  of  fellowship  among  its 
Alumni. 

Article  III 

Membership 

The  members  of  this  Association  shall  be  those  who  have  matricu- 
lated at  Sewanee,  and  who  are  no  longer  members  of  the  student-body, 
and  who  pay  annual  dues  as  fixed  by  the  Alumni  Council  hereinafter 
constituted. 

Article  IV 

Officers 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, three  (3)  Vice-Presidents,  an  Organizing  Secretary,  a  Recording 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  Alumni  Council  composed  of  duly 
elected  representatives  of  all  the  District  Alumni  Associations  (one 
from  each  district) ,  and  of  the  officers  of  the  Associated  Alumni.   The 
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President  of  the  Associated  Alumni  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the 
Alumni  Council. 

The  Organizing  Secretary  shall  be  the  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the 
Council  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Between  sessions  of  the  Council  its  full  powers  shall  be  exercised  by 
an  Executive  Committee  of  five  (5)  members,  who  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Council. 

The  Alumni  Council  shall  have  power  to  enact  all  legislation  govern- 
ing the  appropriation  and  collection  of  the  funds  of  the  Associated 
Alumni,  and  shall  recommend  to  District  Associations  such  policies  as 
will  result  in  concerted  action  in  the  Alumni  Movement. 

Section  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  article  a  District  Association 
shall  be  denned  as  any  association  of  not  fewer  than  ten  (10)  members 
of  the  Associated  Alumni,  residing  within  a  convenient  distance,  for 
purposes  of  organization. 

Article  V 

Meetings 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  begin  at  nine 
o'clock  p.m.  on  the  Saturday  preceding  Commencement  Day. 

Article  VI 
Representation  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 

At  every  third  regular  annual  meeting,  dating  from  1883,  there  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  three  (3)  Trustees, — one  (1)  Clerical  and  two  (2) 
Lay, — to  be  called  Alumni  Trustees,  and  to  serve  for  three  (3)  years, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected,  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The 
University  of  the  South. 

Thirty  days  previous  to  the  regular  meeting  at  which  this  election 
is  to  be  held  hereafter,  the  Organizing  Secretary  shall  notify  every 
member  of  the  Association  of  the  date  and  hour  of  said  election. 
Unless  such  notice  is  given,  no  election  shall  be  held. 

Article  VII 

Quorum 

A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12) 
members  entitled  to  vote,  of  whom  at  least  one  (1)  shall  be  an  officer. 

Article  VIII 

A?nend?nents  to  Constitution 

Amendments  to  this  Constitution  must  be  proposed  by  the  Alumni 
Council,  and  for  their  passage  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  mem- 
bers present  at  two  successive  regular  annual  meetings. 
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Whereas  the  Trustee  representation  referred  to  in  Article  VI  ob- 
tains by  reason  of  the  acquiescence  of  said  Board  in  this  Constitution, 
no  amendments  shall  be  made  to  the  Constitution  affecting  such  Trus- 
tee representation  save  by  concurrence  of  said  Board,  unless,  at  the 
motion  of  said  Board,  this  Trustee  representation  be  surrendered. 

Article  IX 

Creation  or  Changing  of  By-Laws 

A  by-law  may  be  created,  modified,  or  annulled,  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting.

APPENDIX  VI 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REORGANIZATION 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  12,  1915. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  (191 4),  the  matter  of 
the  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  referred  to  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  Elect  addressed 
the  Board  on  the  subject,  presenting  at  the  time  a  scheme  of  reorgan- 
ization, which  is  hereby  appended  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  as 
Exhibit  A  (see  page  95).  The  following  resolution  was  offered  and 
was  discussed  at  length : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  a  reorganization  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  imperatively  necessary. 

The  following  substitute  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  is  not  yet  ready  to  put  itself  on  record 
as  favoring  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  but  inasmuch 
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as  there  seems  to  be  in  some  parts  a  desire  for  such  reorganization, 
that  this  subject  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five,  with  a  re- 
quest that  they  report  on  this  subject  at  our  next  annual  meeting. 

Your  committee  held  a  preliminary  meeting  at  Sewanee  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  Board,  at  which  time  it  was  determined  that  the 
committee  would  undertake  to  go  as  exhaustively  into  the  methods  of 
reorganization  as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time  investigate  the  method 
and  mode  of  control  of  institutions  of  learning  throughout  the  United 
States  not  under  state  control.  Your  committee  has  held  five  meet- 
ings during  the  year  and  we  herewith  present  to  you  our  findings, 
without  making  the  report  unnecessarily  long,  yet  at  the  same  time 
giving  the  Board  some  idea  of  the  way  in  which  the  subject  has  been 
approached  and  of  the  effort  that  has  been  made  to  ascertain  what  was 
the  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  Alumni  and  of  the  present  Board  of 
Regents  on  such  methods  as  could  be  instituted  with  best  efficiency 
and  administrative  effectiveness. 

In  considering  plans  and  methods  of  reorganization  the  committee 
has  kept  in  mind  the  fact  that  demands  have  been  coming  before  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  a  number  of  years  urging  some  kind  of  a  re- 
organization, and  that  such  reorganization,  in  their  judgment,  should 
in  no  wise  interfere  with  or  minimize  the  control  that  the  Church  in 
the  several  dioceses  affiliated  with  Sewanee  has  over  the  University  of 
the  South.  It  was  no  less  a  part  of  our  consideration  to  guard  against 
the  possible  interruption  of  diocesan  interest  and  responsibility.  The 
committee  began  its  work  feeling  bound  to  no  plan  or  scheme  of  re- 
organization, but  undertook  to  study  the  question  from  the  experience 
of  Sewanee  and  of  other  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  was  asked  to  be  present  at  two  meetings  with  the  commit- 
tee that  we  might  receive  his  advice  and  suggestions.  Various  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Regents  were  asked  to  appear,  giving  their  ideas 
of  reorganization  and  their  reasons  why  it  was  felt  that  some  change 
was  necessary.  The  following  reasons  seem  to  be  strongest  in  de- 
manding some  kind  of  change  : 

(1)  That  the  Board  was  too  large  to  be  entirely  responsible  for  many 
things  committed  to  it,  and  that  the  attendance  of  the  duly  accredited 
delegates  was  so  uncertain  and  varying  as  to  present  a  real  difficulty  in 
the  pursuance  of  well-defined  policies.  The  statistics  of  attendance 
upon  meetings  of  the  Board  from  1909  to  1914  are  shown  under 
Exhibit  B  (see  page  95) . 

(2)  That  the  Trustees  of  the  University  should  be  a  smaller  body 
with  longer  terms  of  office,  having  well-defined  powers,  so  that  there

may  be  made  possible  a  continuity  of  purpose  in  policy  and  in  adminis- 
tration. 

(3)  That  efficiency  and  effectiveness  seem  to  be  somewhat  impaired 
by  an  arrangement  which  did  not  look  to  the  creation  of  a  smaller 
Board.  The  investigation  made  by  members  of  the  committee  of  all 
colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  United  States  not  under 
state  control  revealed  the  fact  that  we  found  only  one  institution, 
which  was  in  the  Northwest,  in  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
larger  than  thirty  (30).  The  investigation  included  Harvard,  Lehigh, 
Washington  and  Lee,  Kenyon,  Hobart,  and  the  colleges  in  the  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  provinces  not  under  state  control.  The 
data  of  this  investigation  can  be  tabulated  if  so  desired  by  the  Board. 

To  meet  the  condition  so  prevailing  at  Sewanee  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  University  of  the  South  in  the  consideration  of  methods 
and  plans  of  reorganization,  a  part  of  the  committee  made  careful  and 
close  examination  of  the  Declaration  of  Purpose,  Charter,  Constitu- 
tion and  Statutes  of  the  University.  Many  letters  were  received  from 
the  alumni.  These  letters  represent  the  general  concensus  of  the 
alumni  communicated  with,  which  in  substance  is  :  that  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  reduced  in  number. 

The  committee  had  under  consideration  seven  methods  of  electing 
and  forming  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  may  be  briefly  stated  as 
follows : 

(1)  That  method  as  proposed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  provin- 
cial method  as  suggested  in  Exhibit  A. 

(2)  Election  by  the  dioceses  so  as  to  maintain  the  parity  of  orders, 
but  with  a  reduced  Board. 

(3)  Certain  bishops  elected  to  whom  shall  be  given  the  power  to 
elect  members  of  the  Board,  known  as  the  cooptation  plan. 

(4)  That  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  made  by  the 
alumni. 

(5)  That  there  be  two  boards,  the  larger  board  being  elected  by  the 
dioceses,  known  as  the  Board  of  Visitors  ;  the  other  board,  known  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Vis- 
itors. 

(6)  A  combination  of  methods  suggested  in  plans  1,  4  and  5. 

(7)  That  the  Trustees  be  elected  by  the  Bishops  of  the  dioceses 
affiliated  with  Sewanee,  maintaining  a  parity  of  orders,  but  providing  a 
smaller  Board  of  Trustees. 

After  which  discussion  and  careful  consideration,  your  committee, 
believing  that  a  reorganization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  wise,  recom- 
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mend  to  the  Board  the  following  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
University : 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH 

Article  I 

Name 

The  University  shall  be  called  The  University  of  the  South, 
and  shall  in  all  its  parts  be  under  the  sole  and  perpetual  direction  of 
such  dioceses  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  become  affiliated  with  the  University  represented  through  a 
Board  of  Visitors  and  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

Article  II 
Board  of  Visitors 

The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  and  Bishops-Coadju- 
tor of  the  dioceses  and  missionary  districts  of  North  Carolina,  East 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  Dallas,  Western  Texas,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Ken- 
tucky, Southern  Florida,  Asheville,  Lexington,  and  Missouri,  and  of 
such  dioceses  or  missionary  districts  as  may  hereafter  connect  them- 
selves with  this  confederation,  ex  officio^  and  one  clergyman  and  two 
laymen  from  each  of  said  dioceses  and  districts  to  be  elected  by  the 
councils  or  conventions  or  legislative  assemblies  of  the  same,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of 
their  election,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  If 
there  should  be  a  Bishop-Coadjutor  in  any  of  these  dioceses,  the  dio- 
cese may  be  represented  by  both  of  its  Bishops  ;  provided,  that  when 
both  the  Bishop  and  Bishop-Coadjutor  are  present  they  shall  have 
but  one  vote,  which  vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Co- 
adjutor having  in  all  other  respects  equal  rights  and  priviliges  with  the 
Bishop. 

Nine  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  ;  provided,  that  each  class  of  Visitors, —  to-wit :  Bishops, 
clergy  and  laity, — shall  be  represented  by  not  less  than  two  of  their 
number,  representing  in  each  case  two  separate  dioceses.  A  vote  by 
orders  may  be  demanded,  and  the  joint  consent  of  the  Bishops  as  one 
order  and  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Visitors  as  another  order  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  adoption  of  the  measure  proposed.  Vacancies  oc- 
curring in  the  order  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Visitors  shall  be  filled  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  conventions  or  legislative  as- 
semblies of  the  respective  dioceses  or  missionary  districts. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  hereinafter  provided  for 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  without  the  right 
to  vote. 
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Article  III 
Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 

The  Board  of  Visitors  shall  elect  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  Vice- 
Chancellor  when  necessary.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
remove  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  cause. 

The  Board  shall  meet  at  the  University  every  three  years  to  elect 
members  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  occuring  under  the 
operation  of  this  Constitution,  and  shall  appoint  such  committees  as 
they  may  choose  to  investigate  all  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  to  cooperate  with  and  make  recommendations  to  said  Board  and  the 
dioceses  they  represent. 

Whenever  there  shall  exist  more  than  two  vacancies  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Chancellor  may  call  a  meeting  to 
fill  such  vacancies. 

On  the  request  of  the  majority  of  the  members  in  three  dioceses 
the  Chancellor  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  stating  the 
reason  for  the  call. 

In  the  interim  between  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  the 
members  shall  act  as  the  representatives  of  the  University  in  their  re- 
spective dioceses  and  missionary  districts  and  shall  transmit  to  their 
Councils  or  Conventions  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Visi- 
tors and  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  together  with  any 
information  in  regard  to  the  University  that  they  may  deem  of  impor- 
tance. The  power  to  amend  or  repeal  this  Constitution  is  vested 
solely  in  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

Article  IV 
Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  composed  of  the  Chancellor  and 
Vice-Chancellor  and  fifteen  other  members  who  shall  be  elected  in  the 
following  manner :  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  follow- 
ing the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  three  sets  of  trustees  shall  be 
elected,  each  consisting  of  one  Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  two  Laymen,  and 
one  alumnus  nominated  by  the  Alumni  Association,  to  serve  terms  of 
three,  six,  and  nine  years  respectively  ;  and  thereafter  at  each  triennial 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  one  Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  two 
Laymen,  and  the  nominee  of  the  Alumni  Association,  shall  be  elected 
for  terms  of  nine  years  to  fill  the  vacancies  thus  occuring. 

The  Chancellor  shall  be  ex  dfficio  the  President  of  the  Board. 

Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  When  only  seven  members  are  present  a  unanimous  vote 
shall  be  required  for  effective  action. 

All  members  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualify. 
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Meetings  shall  be  held  annually  at  Sewanee  and  at  such  other  times 
and  places  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  itself. 

Annual  reports  of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  University  shall 
be  made  through  the  Visitors  in  each  diocese  or  missionary  district  to 
their  Conventions  or  Councils,  and  a  triennial  report  shall  be  made  to 
the  Board  of  Visitors. 

Article  V 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Boar  i  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  ap- 
point— and,  for  cause,  to  remove — the  professors,  assisstant  professors, 
lecturers,  and  fellows,  and  all  officers,  agents,  and  servants  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  shall  have  the  entire  management  and  supervision  of  the 
affairs,  concerns,  and  property  of  the  University.  In  all  cases  unpro- 
vided for  by  the  Charter,  Constitution,  or  ordinances,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  act  in  such  manner  as  shall  appear  best 
calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  University. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  make  any  ordi- 
nances and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
University  or  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  to  alter  or  repeal  the  same, 
touching  the  government  of  the  University ;  the  appointment  and  re- 
moval, number  and  rank,  powers  and  duties,  stipends  and  emoluments 
of  the  several  persons  employed  therein ;  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  students  shall  be  admitted  ;  the  course  of  instruction  ;  the 
police  and  government ;  times  of  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
other  boards  which  may  be  hereafter  provided  for  by  ordinance. 

The  Board  may  erect  all  necessary  buildings,  and,  in  general,  shall 
have  power  touching  all  other  matters  whatsoever  regarding  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  interests  thereof ;  and  all  ordinances  and  regulations, 
when  reduced  to  writing  and  made  public,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
provided  by  ordinance,  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons,  members  of 
the  University  or  in  any  wise  subject  to  its  government. 

The  University  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  use  the  same  for  the  affairs  and  concerns  thereof, 
and  to  direct  and  manage  such  affairs  and  concerns,  and  to  receive, 
issue,  invest,  lay  out,  and  dispose  of  all  stocks,  effects,  funds,  moneys, 
and  securities,  and  to  contract  for  and  purchase  messuages,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  and  goods  and  chattels  for  the  use  of  the 
University,  and  to  sell,  demise,  alien,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  property  whatsoever,  real  or  personal,  belonging  thereto,  in  any 
manner  not  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

All  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
except  as  is  herein  otherwise  provided. 

The  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  establish  Literary  and  Scientific 
Departments,  and  those  of  Theology,  Law,  and  Medical  Science,  and 
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such  other  departments  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  to  confer  upon 
students,  or  any  other  persons,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master 
of  Arts,  or  any  degree  known  and  used  in  any  college  or  university. 
They  shall  have  power  also  to  appoint  persons  to  fellowships,  ac- 
cording to  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Article  VI 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  and  by 
orders  for  the  term  of  nine  years,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors  and  Board  of  Trustees.  In  his  absence  the  Senior 
Bishop  present  shall  call  the  Board  to  order ;  and,  after  organization, 
the  Board  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  President  pro  tempore.  In  either 
case  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  shall  be  one  of  the  Bishops 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Board.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office 
of  Chancellor  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election  for  the  un- 
expired term,  to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  while  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  the  Senior  Bishop  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  Board  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  the  Chancellor  until 
the  Board  meets. 

Article  VII 

The  Vice-Chancellor 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Visitors  a  Vice-Chancellor, 
who  shall  be  the  administrative  head  of  the  University.  He  shall  preside 
over  all  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  during  good  behavior,  and  shall  be  required  to  reside  at 
the  University. 

Article  VIII 

Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 

The  Board  of  Visitors  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  to  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed. 

Article  IX 
Treasurer  of  the  University 

There  shall  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  University,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  shall 
have  given  bond. 

Such  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  interest  money  derived  from  all 
securities  held  and  all  moneys  paid  in  for  tuition,  fees,  lectures,  tickets, 
fines,  etc.,  and  any  funds  which  may  inure  to  the  University  otherwise, 
and  expend  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the 
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Board  of  Trustees  and  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as 
they  may  prescribe.  He  shall  give  such  bond  and  security  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Board.  He  shall  report  annually  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  and  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  state  of  the  finances  and 
property  of  the  University,  and  shall  be  required  to  reside  at  the  Uni- 
versity. He  shall  keep  the  funds  of  the  University,  and  all  other  funds 
deposited  with  him,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Article  X 

Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Lands,  who  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  buildings  and  lands,  and  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
prescribe,  and  shall  have  his  residence  at  the  University. 

Article  XI 

Capital  and  Funds 

The  funds  subscribed  to  the  University  shall  all  be  considered  as 
capital,  to  be  preserved  untouched  for  any  purpose  connected  with  the 
organization  or  management  of  the  University ;  provided,  that  do- 
nations and  legacies  may  be  received  for  such  objects  as  the  donors 
may  indicate  ;  and  provided,  moreover,  that  it  be  distinctly  understood 
that  the  funds  subscribed  in  any  diocese  are  the  property  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  not  of  the  diocese,  and  that  the  Conventions  or  Councils 
of  the  various  dioceses  shall  have  no  control  of  the  same. 

No  diocese  shall  be  bound  to  furnish  any  particular  sum  of  money, 
but  the  contributions  made  therein  shall  be  voluntary,  according  to  the 
pleasure  and  ability  of  the  contributors. 

Every  nominator  of  beneficiaries  to  any  scholarship  in  the  Univer- 
sity may  appoint  more  than  one  beneficiary  to  attend  at  the  same  time, 
in  which  event  he  shall  designate  at  the  time  of  nomination  what  part 
of  the  annual  income  of  the  scholarship  each  beneficiary  shall  receive. 
The  unexpended  income  of  every  scholarship  shall  be  annually  applied 
to  payment  of  the  salaries  of  professors  in  the  departments  in  which 
the  scholarship  exists. 

Article  XII 

Subdivided  Dioceses 

In  case  of  subdivision  of  any  of  the  existing  dioceses  connected  with 
this  University  or  the  establishment  of  missionary  districts  by  re- 
duction of  the  territory  of  any  of  said  dioceses,  each  diocese  or  mis-

sionary  district  arising  out  of  said  subdivision  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  representation  in  the  Board  of  Visitors  as  the  respective  dioceses 
are  now  entitled  to,  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Visitors  from  such  mis- 
sionary districts  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convocations  thereof. 

Article  XIII 

Additional  Dioceses 

It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  admit  other  dio- 
ceses into  connection  with  the  University  of  the  South  ;  provided,  that 
each  diocese  shall  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  required  by 
this  Board  at  the  time  of  its  admission ;  and  in  case  of  the  reception 
into  this  Board  of  any  such  diocese,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
number  of  Visitors  as  the  respective  dioceses  are  now  entitled  to  and 
be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations. 

Article  XIV 
Representation  of  the  Associate  Alumni 

The  Associate  Alumni  of  the  University  of  the  South  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  three  members 
of  their  organization. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Associate  Alumni  following  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  they  shall  nominate  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  three 
members  to  serve  terms  of  three,  six,  and  nine  years  each,  and  there- 
after every  three  years  shall  nominate  one  member  to  serve  for  nine 
years.  No  amendment  to  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Associate 
Alumni  which  affects  this  provision  shall  be  made  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

Article  XV 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

No  amendment  shall  be  made  to  this  Constitution,  unless  it  shal 
have  been  passed  at  two  successive  meetings  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  of   the   Board   of   Visitors   present ;   provided,   that   such 
majority  be  a  quorum.

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(EXHIBIT  A) 

Resolved,  That  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  University  of 
the  South  be  repealed,  and  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

Article  II 
The  Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen  to  be  chosen 
as  follows : 

The  Provincial  Synods  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  shall  be 
entitled  to  elect  one  Trustee  resident  within  the  limits  of  the  Province 
for  each  diocese  and  missionary  district  which  shall  be  in  connection 
with  the  University  of  the  South.  More  than  one  Trustee  may  be 
elected  from  any  one  diocese,  provided  the  whole  number  chosen 
does  not  exceed  the  number  of  Trustees  to  which  the  Province  is 
entitled.  In  Provinces  where  there  are  an  even  number  of  dioceses  and 
missionary  districts  in  connection  with  the  University,  the  Trustees 
shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  laity  and  the  clergy,  whether  the 
clergymen  chosen  be  bishops  or  presbyters.  In  Provinces  where  there 
may  be  an  uneven  number  of  dioceses  and  missionary  districts  in 
connection  with  the  University,  the  odd  Trustees  may  be  chosen  from 
either  the  clergy  or  laity.  The  Associated  Alumni  shall  be  entitled  to 
elect  from  its  members  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  as  members 
of  the  Board.  A  Trustee  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  from  the  date 
of  his  election,  or  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed.  For 
the  constitution  of  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  seven  of 
the  members  elected  by  the  Provincial  Synods  must  be  present.
